Summary of Hews from the Far Cast, 


JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates hence are to the lst of November. The London 
Mail of the 26th August arrived out on the 17th October, 

A conference has been sitting between the Representatives of 
Foreign Powers, and the Japanese Ministers of Foreign Affairs, 
at which it is understood that matters of great importance, to 
the end of puting the foreign relations of the country upon 
more settled footing, are being discussed. 

It was known that Sir Rutherford Alcock was coming home 
—not “ recalled,” as stated in the telegram, but to confer with 
Her Majesty's Government. The Japan Herald says :— 

“Wo have to announce the probable return to Europe, 
at no long interval, of Sir Ratherford Alcock, K.C.B. 
Her Majesty's Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Japan. The information sent by the 
several representatives of foreign Powers in May and June 
last to their respective Governments seems to have been 
considered so important, and to indicate so grave and cri- 
tical a situation of affairs, that Her Mojesty’s Government 
deemed it necessary, in communication with France, the 
United States of America, and Holland, all acting in ac- 
cord through their representatives here, to have fuller in- 
formation than could be conveyed by despatches. Accord- 
ingly, by the last’ mail, Sir Rutherford Alcock received instruc- 
tions to return as early as he might find it possible, to confer 
with Her Majesty's Government as to the measures to be taken. 
Fortunately, sinca these instructions were sent, all that looked 
so menacing to the relations and interests of foreign Powers, 
has ceased to exist, and wo have now in its place a sense of 
security and commercial activity—thanks to the wise policy 
consistently adhered to by the foreign reprosontatives on the 
spot. We understand, however, that it is the intention of Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, nevertheless, to return very shortly, in 
order to give Her Majesty's Government the opportunity they 
desire of conferring with him asto the future, and of the measures 
yet to be taken to secure the ground ao recently gained. Some 
Pending negotiations and arrangements, we believe, for the 
benefit of this port, alone detain him for another mail or two.” 

An address, flattering alike to the recipient and honourable 
to the signers, has been sent to his Excellency, signed (without, 
the Herald believes, an exception) by every one of the principal 
British houses in the place. The merchants express their regret 
that Sir Rutherford Alcock will probably so soon leave Yoko- 
hama ; refer to the existing condition of affairs when he arrived 
here, the determined but wise policy adopted by him, by which 
trade has been at last restored to its usual channels and wonted 
vigour ; that in accomplishing this he has been able tu do so 
without causing collision between H.M.’s Government and that 
of the Tycoon of Japan, and securing at the same time the 
co-operation of the foreign Ministers at this port; and they 
express to him their gratitude for the beneficial results his 
course of policy has brought to our commerce, We regret that 
it is thought for the moment unadvisable to print in ezlenso 
this letter of the British merchants, and the reply of H.E. the 
British Minister. 











Our contemporary confirms the statement, continuously re- 
peated in our own columns, that all demonstrations against hostile 
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Daimios are most probably made with the full consent of the 
‘Tycoon, and that this was most particularly the case as regards 
the late naval operations in the Inland Sea. We extract the 
following :— 

OF one thing there is full assurance, namely, that the sailing of «he 
allied expedition was not an act of hostility to the Tycoon or against the 
country, but solely against a Daimio who had violated treaties by obstruct. 
ing all foreign trade, and who had further committed a flagrant breach of 
the law of nations by firing ‘indiscriminately on the flags of Powers at 
peace with his sovercign and the nation. Could there have been any 
doubt of this in the minds of natives or foreigners here, it must have 
been completely set at rest by the novel and striking spectacle we all 
witessed during the week, when British and Japanese troops, each with 
their respective arms and widely diverse accoutrements, were brigaded 
together in friendly rivalry on the same parade ground, in presence of the 
Ministers of both countries. 

The resolution to despatch the allied squadrons had evidently been 
taken with no undue haste or want of eoudderatons More than twelve 
months before, as may be seen by the blue-book, the then four representa. 
tives of Great Buitain, France, the United States of America, and the 
Netherlands, signed a formal protocol, declaring the necessity of measures 
being adopted fur the punishment @f ‘these uutrager, and the removal of 
the obstructions to trade. This was communicated to the Tycoon with- 
out result; but it remained on record, pledzing the four Powers to 
effective action if redress were not afforded. There is reason to believe 
that since the return of Sir Rutherford Alcock, the British Minister, 
and the arrival of Mons. Leon Roches, the new French Minister, 
the matter was vigorously taken up in communication with the 
Japanese Government; and we can only conclude that, as in 
the case of the recent French convention, the Tycoon must have admitted 
his inability to give redress within any definite period. As regards the 
contumacious Daimio himself, there seems to have been more consideration 
shown than he could justly claimed. For more than a month before 
the sailing of the expedition, it was known that two British ships had been 
sent to the Inland Sea, and gave passage to some of Choshiu's officers, 
lately returned from England, where they had been studying, There is 
no doubt now, that advantage was taken of the occasion to offer their 
Prince the means of entering into direct communication with the foreign 
representatives, with a view to avert hostilities,—at the same time that he 
received distinct warning of the consequences, if he failed to profit by the 
opportunity of ceasing hostilities, and entering into more friendly relations, 

‘That he did not duly estimate the value of the option offered, and 
threw away his last chance, more or less contemptuously, may be eafely 
inferred from the ultimate departure of the allied squadrons. With what 
wisdom he acted he now knows; and upon what means of resistance 
he counted, we also can speak from experience. Later events give some 
indiction that he even then meditated the great coup d'etzé since attempted, 
of an advance on Kioto, in which he signally failed. He had been so 
long threatened that, perhaps, he thought less of the fnal warning given 
than he otherwise would. Something, too, he may have hoped from the 
chapter of accidents, and, for a moment, this seemed likely to serve his 
turn only too well. ‘The very day before that originally fixed for the 
departure of the fleet, the mail of the 27th June arrived, bringing back, to 
he astonishment of everyone, the Mission from Europe, and the text of a 
conventicu with the Goverument, signed by the envoys only a few days 
before they left Paris. 

By this convention they bound the Tycoon to open the Straits within 
three months after their return. and, if at the end of that time unable, 
to invite or accept the co-operation of the French forces; and France, 
too, engaged to furnish them. I must have been evident to everyore 
here, that for the Tyeoon to ratify such a convention was a simple’ im- 

lity. Publicly to admit his own inability to deal with a refractory 
< plea of weakness. to accept aid from a foreign Power 
would have been his perdition even with his own people, and little less 
than an act of abdication, Still, while this convention stood, without a 
formal act of repudiation and disavowal on the part of the Tycoon, no 
expeditionary force could well move. The French could not— 
heing bound to wait three monthe by ther own convention— 
and thus the diplomacy of the French Minister at Paris had 
isolated France from the other Powers, and undone the work of six 
months, the main object of which had been firmly to unite all in one policy. 
It moreover Mung upon France the whole cost’ and responsibility of an 
expedition, if the Tycoon did not open the Straits in a given’ time— 
which he certainly could not have done, even if he would. It is now clear 
that the French Government was only saved from this dilemma by the 
@ plomacy of those on the spot. The convention was not ratitied, and a 
few days later the allied squadron of eighteen ships, British, French, 
American and Dutch, left the harbour bound for the Straits. 

Anew era in the history of foreign relations will probably take date 
from this first step by a combination of four Treaty Powers for the asser- 
tion of their common rights,—so long and persistently trampled upon 
by the Daimio of Nagato, and now so triumphantly and eatisfactorily vin- 
dicated. 

The incident referred to above of the brigading together 
of European and Japaucse troops, was as fi —On the 
1gth of October some of the Japanese troops now quartered 
in the neighbourhood of Yokehama were reviewed by their high 
officials, on their military training ground on tie road to 
Kanazawa; Sir Rutherford Alcuck, ILDBM.’s Minister, and 
several others of the furcign officials, as well as many of the 
esidents, were present, aud returned with expressious of great 
gratification, . 

On the fullowing day, Thursday, there was another review on 
amore extensive scale, upon a siuall lot of vacant lind on the 
British Swatay Concession, near the German Club, which will 


not readily be furgutten by the many hundreds by whom it was 
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witnessed. : It was indeed not only a novel sight and a fine one: 
to the careless spectators, but a most suggestive one to the care- 
ful observer of passing events, He, indeed, must have belonged’ 
to the former category who could that day. have seen without 
an emotion stronger than childish curiosity the parading on 
the same Jimited space of ground, jn a foreign settlement in 
Japan, ef the gallant British troops now here, in those regi- 
mentals of scarlet, dark-blue, or groen, ‘and those accoutrements 
to which we Europeans and Americans have been so long accus-. 
tomed, and the somewhat motley and armoured mixed cavalry 
and infantry of the long-descended style of the people amongst. 
whom we dwell, 

The Japanese troops were under command of Kubota. 
Sentaro, Brigadier, in command of all the Japanese troops in 
and around Yokohama, the number of Japanese men-of-arms. 
brought on the ground we have not heard. Of the English 
troops under review there were twelve hundred and thirty men : 
Twenticth, 500; Marines, 330; 67th, 140; Beloochecs, 130 ; 
Artillery, 65; Engineers, 22; Military Train, 12. F 

A fow minutoo after eleven o’olock (the hour appointed for 
the commencement of the review) Sakai Higano Kami, Vice- 
Minister and Member of the Second Council ; Takemoto Awadzi 
no Kami, Confidential Agent of the Tycoon and Principal 
Governor for Foreign Affairs ; Shibati Hinga no Kami, Com- 
missioner and Governor for Foreign Affairs; and the 
two Governors of Kanagawa, attended by a largo bevy 
of officials, arrived upon the ground. His Excellency 
the British Minister dismounted from his horse, and courteously 
greeted the Japanese high officials, and the same attention 
having been paid to them by the British Admiral and the: 
American Minister, and others, the Japaneso and foreign 
officials, with many of the residents (amongst whom a consider- 
able number of the fair sex were seen), were soon mingled 
together promiscuously in one mass, The review then com- 
menced by the forming line of contiguous quarter distance 
column, and the firing of @ general salute. The troops then 
marched past in open columns of companies, and then in 
quarter distance columns. Troops formed line of contiguous. 
quarter distance columns on detatched points facing the suuth, 
deployed into line and commenced brisk firing. Dircction 
changed, more file firing, with some volleys ; troops formed, 
line of contiguous quarter distance. columns facing the 
east; the left battalion’ (Royal Marines Light Infantry), 
was then ordered to advance and came to the front 
of the brigade ; the skirmishers then commenced firing ; the 
alarm having been sounded, the skirmishers and supports 
formed in squares of companics, tho battalions marching into 
echelon formed battalion squarcs, and another ‘brisk fusilading 
commenced, Reformed. Skirmishors having been recalled, 
the Srd battalion (of the 20th), were brought to the front, and 
deployed into line, and performed the “ manual” and “ platoon” 
exercises, under the direction of Captain Rochfort. That bat- 
talion having retired, the 2nd battalion (67th and Beloochces), 
were brought to the front, formed lines, fired a volley, charged, 
and retired into the column, Tho Royal Marine Battalion 
were then brought to the front, and performed the bayonet 
exercise in review order. 

Tho contiguous quarter distance ‘column having beon again 
formed, the brigade advanced in review order, tho fine band 
of the 20th playing aslow march. After a general salute, the 
Japanese officials prepared to dopart, and on leaving the ground. 
were grected with three cheers from the brigade. 

A new coinage of itzibus having been issued from the

THE LONDON AND CHINA TELEGRAPH. 








The North China Daily News gives information regarding 
the movements of the squadron in the Inland Sea — 

“The squadron “left behind fat Simonoseki to prevent any 
attempt on Choshiu's part at re-constructing or arming 
the batteries, was treated with distinguished courtesy 
by the officials and popiilace on both sides of the straits, but 
more especially by those on the south side.. The latter had 
collected an army of twenty thousand mento attack Choshiu 
who had been placed under the ban of the Government on ac- 
count of his attack on the sacred city and the guards of the 
Mikado. The leaders of this expedition expressed a determina- 
tion to finish the work commenced by the allied Powers, but 
the inferior officers and soldiery seemed not to relish the im- 
mediate prospect of a collision. Meanwhile Choshiu had up- 
Pointed a few high officials, who on or about the 8th October 
started for Yokohama in H.M.S. Barossa. These men on their 
arrival assured the foreign Ministers of the earnest desire shared 
by Chosbiu and his advisers, that peaceful relations with 
foreigners should be established, and that forgiveness should 
be accorded for past wiscouduct. They also expressed a wish 
that Simonoseki should be opened to foreign trade, but it is 
feared that the Tycoon will not permit this, Sir Rutherford 
Alcock and the other foreign representatives received the depu- 
tation in the most friendly manner, and congratulated it on the 
change which had taken place in the Prince's poli- 
tical opinions. The Tycoon has announced his design 
of paying the indemnities levied on Choshiv, and of 
thereupon marching against him and confiscating his territories. 
The deputation was to have left Yokohaina for Simonoseki on 
the 15th ultimo by H.MLS. Tartar, It is generally believed 
that the Japanese Government will not consent to the opening 

‘ of any ports in addition to those at present frequented by 
foreigners, but as a kind of compensation for this want of 
liberality, the foreign concession at Kanagawa and Yokohama 
is to be extended, and a pledge given that no vexatious 
hindrances shall for the future be thrown in the way of trade. 
Our correspondent informs us that “the itzubu exchange is 
stopped,” but unfortunately offers no explanation of this some- 
what startling announcement. If it be truc that the Government 
exchange is put a stop to, and that officials are on the same footing 
with regard to obtaining itzubus as are the mercantile community, 
the former must be in rather an unpleasant predicament, for it is 
well known that the salaries of English officials in the East, 


who are entrusted with interests of the most vital nature, fall |. 


far short of those obtained by clerks in small and unimportant 
houses. Another statement made by our correspondent must 
be left to speak foritself. It is as follows :— Several murders 
have taken place lately, but we do not take much notice of 
them, as they have been for the most part justifiable.” Whe- 
ther these murders have been committed by Japanese on 
Japanese, by foreigners on _forcigners, by Japanese on 
foroigners, or by foreigners on Japanese, we aro left by our 
correspondent to guess. 

“It is expected that the fleet will shortly be broken up. 
The Perseus was to have left for Singapore about the 22nd 
October. The Euryalus was stated to be about to leave for 
England in six weeks, and the Zartar was about to visit. the 
Chinese ports ex route for home. ‘The Tartar has since arrived 
in Shanghai. 

“As we go to press the arrival of the Japan mail per screw- 
steamer Australian is reported. The P. and O. Co.’s steamer 
Nepaul ran on a rock when leaving Yokohama for this port on 
the Ist November, and was obliged to put back and transship 
her cargo and mails, She now lies beached, much down by 
the head.” 

- NAGASAKI, 

The well-known steamer Carthage has been sold to the 
Prince of Fizen for $120,000. She was delivered on the 25th 
October, and fired a salute of seven guns when she hoisted the 
Japanese flag. Many of tho vessels in harbour contributed to 
the salute, and the batteries on shore returned the compliment, 
HAMS. Scylla has beon ordered to Shanghai to relieve the 
Rattler, which will proceed to Yokohama and replace the 
Perseus, which latter is under orders for Nagasaki,

The following particulars relative to Fisherman's Rock 
(Kanabuse), in the Straits of Simonoseki, have been furnished 
frore Her Majesty’s ship Barossa, 

‘This dangerous rock, which has only four feet on its southern end and 
twelve feet on its northern, at low water spring tides, is sixty fathoms in 
length, and lies N. by W. and S. by E. 

Between the north and south ends there is a depth of five fathoms rock. 
The south end has the appearance of two large square blocks of stone 
about ten yards apart; it has six fathoms close to it on its south, east, and 
west sides. About a boat's length to the northward of the twelve feet 
patch there are ten fathoms—sand, 

The rock lies about three-quarters of a cable to the north of the dotted 
line in the Chart of Simonoseki Strait, recommended as the course, and 
a little to the westward of that part marked “ heavy ripple.” The Custom- 
house at Simonoseki on with Mozisaki clears it to the southward. 

The following is the position of the rock :-—

These bearings were obtained by triangulation. 

The existence of the above dangerous reef, added to'the re- 
ports received from Japanese sources of tho existence of other 
rocks in the northern channel in these Straits, and the extreme 
velocity of the current, combine to render it advisable to avoid 
altogether the northern passage: the séuthern passage, ad- 
joining the coast of Kiusiu, is recommended as beiug, as far as 
ascertained, clear of hidden dangers, and comparatively exempt 
from the influence of the currents,

CHINA. 
PERING. 

Mr, Wade, the locum tenens of Sir Frederick Bruce at the 
British Legation, has given the following decision in the appeal 
tn re the Oriental Bank Corporation against the Chinese 
“sureties” for the defalcations of Aheen, which is in favour of 
the appellants. : 

I confirm the judgment of the Court. 

It is clear that the loss shown to have been sustained by the 
bank was caused by the wrong-doing of Ahcen, and under the 
guarantee sigued {by his securities, the appellants, they are 
bound to indemnify the bank. 

The guarantee, which is in Chinese, the language of the 
appellants, is somewhat less favourable to their case in the 
original than in the translation laid before the Court. 

It states that “‘ Fung-heen, native of Whampos, in the district 
of Pwanyu, now taking service with the Liju Hong (Oriental 
Bank) at Shanghai, his department being the charge (or regis- 
tration) of the accounts of its treasury, isan houcst and trust- 
worthy person, and for any pi-wu, wrong doing or mismanage- 
ment on his part, the (undersigned) sccurities will be responsi- 
ble.” 

Aheen is no doubt here partly guaranteed as an accountant, 
but he is guarantced as very much more. Indeed, what is in 
express words sccured to the bank is his probity and fitness 
for trust,—not his ability or accuracy as an accountant, although 
for his wu— errors, mismanagement,”—not less than his acts 
of pi—* injurious delinquency”—the securities hold themselves 
responsible to the bank. 

If the discrepancy between Ahcen’s account tendered to 
the mavager of the bank on the 19th of December, 1863, 
and his subsequent statement on the 28th December, could 
be so separated from his explanation of it as to authorise its 
being described as an error, the securities would be responsible 
for whatever loss the bank could prove fairly ascribable to a 





confusion so monstrous in the book of its guaranteed ac- 
countant, 

This would have been an extreme case of «w—“ mismanage- 
ment.” But the bank proves two cases of pi,— wrong 
doing,”—against Aheen ; first, from his admissious—a falsi- 
fication of accounts, for when he admits that the money 
missing was unauthorisedly removed from time to time, he 
fully justifies the inference that some of the periodical 
statements found to agree so exactly with tho manager's 
books for a series of months, were falsc; secondly, 
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by his admissions on abstraction of the money by himself. If 
the right to infer the falsification be disputed, there can at 
Teast be no doubt about the unauthorised abstraction, which 
latter act no less than the former falls within the category of 
pi, “fraud, violence,” or any wrong-doing that Aheen might 
be guilty of to the injury of the bank. 

The steps taken by the appellants,“as Ahcen’s securities, 
since the discovery of his frauds, are sufficient proof of their 
own coustruction of their obligations under the instrument 
they signed ; and it is much to be regretted that, being Chinese, 
they were advised to defend this action.

SHANGHAI, 

Our advices from this port are to 8th November, reporting 
the arrival of the London Mails of the 4th and 10th Sept. on 
Ast Nov., and that of the 27th Sept. on the day that the Mail 
closes for Europe. 

The community had not succeeded in getting quite rid of 
the rowdy elements, as they were in almost daily receipt of 
tales of outrage in which foreigners generally figure prominently. 
As one evample out of many :—The house of a wealthy China- 
man, a comprador to one of the principal hongs in the 
settlement, was broken into by a gang of burglars comprising 
ten Cantonese and three Europeans, The thieves were evidently 
woll acquainted with the premises, as they at once pounced on 
& small box containing fourteen hundred Carolus dollars, avoid- 
ing other boxes which would have taken time to break open, 
and only delaying to snatch the bangles from the arms of some 
-of the female inmates of the house. They are believed to 
havo afterwards left for Soochow, with the object, no doubt, 
of avoiding detection by changing the Carolus dollars and selling 
the ornaments out of the settlement. 

The necessity of strengthening the European police by a 
supplementary force of Chinese is the subject of discussion 
between the Municipal Counciljand the wealthy Chinese, tho 
Friend of China has the following :— 

“ On more than one occasion we have had to question the 
wisdom of our Municipal Council ; and certainly we question 
it in the remarks which their secretary has recorded as fol- 
lowing tho reading of the letter at foot from Shanghai's chief 
police magistrate :-— 

“The Board were of opiuion that ifthe Chinese authorities 
were serious in their expressed desire to aid in the suppression 
of crime, the maintenance of law and order just beyond the 
limits of tho settlement, whence, the superintendent alleged, 
those bad characters come whose depredations were complained 
of, aud where no foreign interference need be apprehended, 
would afford ample scope fur the energies of a native police, 
and admit of their being employed more profitably as an inde- 
pendent body thet within the aroa described by the Municipal 
boundaries.’ 

“A ruder rebuff to an expressed intention to aid in conserving 
the public peace we never knew, and wo feel constrained to 
point out to the community that what the Che-hien desires is 
simply only reasonable. About two-thirds of the area known 
as the British, four-fifths of the French, and fifteen-sixtecnths 
of the American Concessions are occupied by Chinese ; and to 
expect the Municipal Council to find a police force sufficiently 
strong to, keep robbers in check throughout would be absurd, 
The Chinese know this, and so keep private watchmen, one to 
each street, the directors of the body known as the Pao-an-ang 
tell the Che-hien, One man per strect, however, is found to 

be iusufficient, and most assuredly it is insufficient, when 
Europeans join with Chinese banditti in breaking open Chinese 
houses, as we hear of occasionally, taking bangles from women’s 
arms, and even murdering inmates if found to resist ; ergo, say 
these Chineso protectors, we must have more policemen ; 
though if we attempt it, we shall rouse the susceptibilities of 
uglish, aud hence the request for official acknowledgment.” 

‘The consular courts have not lately been occupied with any 
cases of great importance. A man named O'Brien, who was 
accused by sundry Chinese of having been accessory to the 
death of a native by decapitation, and had been remanded from 
the Gth ultimo, was brought up, when the witnesses who had 
previously sworn positively to his guilt acknowledged that they 
isd detiberately perjured themselves, He has, however, beca 
convicted of larceny, aud sentenced to one year's imprison- 





ment. The following extract from the minutes of tho Mixed 
Court will give old Shanghai residents an idea of the advance 
in ingenuity displayed of late by the Chinese compradores, 

Chang Chien-tsou, a silk merchant, appeared and charged a 
native named Wang-Ahsilwith embezalement, under the following 
circumstances. It appeared that some days ago the defendant 
had carried a box supposed to contain a large quantity of 
Mexican dollars, to one of Messrs. D. Sassoon, Sons and Co.’s 
servants, whom he requested to take chargeof it. The ‘box 
was pasted down in defendant's presence and scaled with his 
seal. The next day he went to plaintiff's shop and made a 
large purchase of silk, leaving as security a bar of gold, which 
he said ho would reclaim as soon ashe should be able to obtain 
dollars. - The silk was delivered, and some few days after, de- 
fendant returned} and said that he ‘had a quantity of dollars 
lodged with Messrs, Sassoon & Co, st the same timo 
requesting that a shroff might be sent to take de- 
livery, The whole thing was done in the most open 
manner. The box was produced and opened, and eight 
packages taken ont. One of these was counted and examined, 
and found to be perfectly correct. The bar of gold was 
accordingly given up, and the box of dollars carried of. On 
further examination, however, it turned out that out of the 
eight packages contained in the box, two only were genuine, 
the remaining six packages being lumpe of lead tied up in 
paper and properly sealed. The prisoner stated that he knew 
nothing of the affair, that he handed over the dollars as he 
had himself received them, and he further endeavoured to im- 
Plicate Messrs. Sassoon’s servant in the swindle. The Court 
acquitted the boy of any share in the matter, and referred 
the case to the Chi Hien. 

A caso of collision between an English steamer and a French 
barque is reported in the North China Daily News as 
follows :— 

On Thursday last, the 3rd inst, as the steamer Promise 
(Messrs. Smith, Kennedy‘and Co., agents) was passing Woosung 
on her way to Chefoo and Taku, she, through some defect in 
her steering powers, ran into and sank the French ‘barque 
General Moslin, Tho officers and crew of the latter vessel, with 
the most culpable carelessness, took no steps whatsoever to 
secure thesafety of either the ship or cargo. The latter, con- 
siting of Freach Government stores, was allowed to float away 
after the General Meslin sank, no precautions whatever having 
been taken, Immodiately after the accident the barque was 
boarded by the pilot of the Promise, and the boat’s crew of 
our Wusung reporter. Every effort was made by them to 
induce the captain and crew to work, but without avail. They 
were refused the use of the hammer to unshackle the chains, 
and had themselves to hoist the jibs in order to get her out 
of deep water. Thoir efforts were almost fruitless, although 
but for the carelessness and folly of the captain and crew, the 
barque might have been laid high and dry at low water. 
Under these circumstances Messrs, Smith, Kennedy, and Co., 
have very properly refused to pay. Tho question will, of 
course, come before the English Consul. 

HANEOW. 

Two fires have lately occurred, one on the Han-yang side, 
during the night of the 16th ult., which consumed a large 
number of houses ; the second, on the 19th, behind Hankow, 
burnt fiercely for three hours, destroying about 200 houses. 
It was at length stopped through the exertions of numerous 
foreigners, by pulling down the houses in its course, A dis- 
cussion is at present being carried on as to the width of a gate 
which the mandarins are about to construct in the “ Defence 
Wall.” The foreign community are anxious that it should be 
wide enough to admit of driving a carriage through it with 
safety, while the officials refuse to make it more than about 
nine feet six inches in breadth, Hence a tempest in a teapot, 
which will no doubt result in the discomfiture of the mandarins, 

CHINKEANG, 

A correspondent writing from this port says that, in conse- 
quence of the rebels having broken down the locks, the neigh- 
bouring country is exccedingly dry, and itis impossible to 
irrigate the fields properly. Many of the amail crecks have 
little water left in them, The Superintendent of Customs 
has been exciting some disgust by interferring with a pleasaut 
system of hoisting the foreign flag on rafts, which has been 
found lucrative. There is little business doing at the port 
now ; but the Chinese predict a large increase in the spring.

The salary 
is, we understand, to be fixed at six hundred pounds, of which 
one half will be paid by tho English Government, and the 
other by the mercantile community. 

A fire broke out on the morning of the 18th ultimo, which 
destroyed a large amount of property. The fire originated in 
an opium-shop, and spread thence over the contiguous buildings, 
which, to the number of one hundred and fifty, were soon 
wrapped in flames. Buildings of a more solid description were 
then ignited, the conflagration being increased by a strong east 
wind, which blew the sparks onwards frota the burning build- 
ings. Unfortunately, Kiukiang does not possess a fire-engine, 
and the foreign residents and Chinese authorities found that 
the only means of arresting the progress of the fire was to 
pull down some of the houses in its course. This was 
accordingly done, and it was thus soon got under. During 
this scene the town was in a state of great confusion, 
tho residents, native and foreign, removing their goods from 
the houses to the open land. The Custom-house officers 
made praiseworthy exertions to prevent the destru:tion of 
property, and their efforts were greatly applauded ,by the 
Chinese. ‘Ihe soldiers also were of great service in kceping 
the streets clear. Little robbery was committed, rnd a few 
men caught in the act were immediately executed. "The total 
Joss amounted to thirty brick and one hundred and fi/ty wooden 
houses, besides four houses intentionally pulled down, No 
lives wero lost, and but little property destroyed, except in the 
case of the removal of gcods. 

NINGPO. 
Accounts from this city state that the disbandment of the 


- Anglo-Chinese force quartered there, under the command of 


Colonel Cooke, will take place at the end of November, show- 
ing that the Celestial authorities consider the rebellion at an 
end, The Worth China Daily News has the subjoined remarks 
on the subject :— 
“We are in receipt of advices to the 28th ult., by which 

are informed that an order has been issued for the disband- 
ment of the Anglo-Chinese Contingent at the end of the present 
month, The Taotai has directed this step, but, as it is to be 
supposed that he acts on instructions received from higher 


* powers, little hope can be entertained of any modification of 


his orders, The Chinese authorities have evidently come 
to the conclusion that European assistance is no longer ne- 
cessary to the well-being of the province. The French 
contingent has also been threatened, if not actually doomed to 
disbandment, and the province and provincial city will for the 
fature depend for protection on purely Chinese troops. This 
step appears moro rash than it otherwise might, on uccount of 
the presence of large bodies of insurgents in the province of 
Fukien. It is well known that some months ago, when the 
Anglo-Chinese contingent was reduced one half, Chu Tsung-kan, 
Futai of Fukien, made overtures to the Che-kiang authorities 
to obtain the disbanded men as a guard for his province, Cold 
water was, however, thrown on the project, and it was never 
fulfilled. Those of our readers who have travelled in the interior 
ofthe province know sufficiently well that the crecks swarm with 
native and foreign pirates, and that but for the exertions 
of Cooke and his officers, inland navigation in the neighbour- 
hood of Ningpo would be utterly unsafe. Hardly a week has 
passed within the last eight or nine months that parties sent 
out to scour the country in every direction have not returned 
to head-quarters with prisoners taken in various acts of out- 
Tage on the unoffending inhabitants of villages, or on the more 
helpless boat owners in the creek, Even with this police 
system in constant operation, many complaints of loss of 
Property, of murder, and of violence of every description 
are daily received by the Ningpo authorities, yet in the 
face of all this the Governor of the province takes on him- 
self the responsibility of ordering the disbandment of the 
foreign contingents. How much more intimately acquainted 
must the Futai of Che-kiang be than are any of our readers 
with the state of the interior of the province. Yet what ap- 
Pears tous an act of insanity is by him considered a mere 
matter of course, an attempt to shake off a portion of that 
foreign incubus which in the eyes of the conservative Tseng 





In truth, the Chinese 
have profited little by foreign intercourse. They are as blind 


The only other movement |, to their own interests now as they were in the days when fire 


and sword were carried to the very gates of their capital. 
They look with sublime indifference on the helping hand held out 
by foreigners to rescue them from the pit to which they are hast- 
ening, they will not learn to act for themselves ; and they refuse 
to allow us to act for them. In the Che-kiang province rowdy- 
ism will soon flourish, murder and piracy wiil be the order 
of the day, and the highly disciplined men whom Cooke has 
now jn his barracks, will swell the ranks of the miscreants who 
so seriously interfere with the trading interests of the province, 
and will bring their superior knowledge to the aid of those 
roving bands of which they are now the sworn enemics. We 
need not enlarge on the uufitness of pureiy Chinese treops to 
cope with the difficulties which will present themselves 50 soon 
as tho disciplined contingents shall be disbanded. Indifferent, 
by nature, they are rendered cowardly by education. Tguoraut 
of the first privciples of military ecience, they may soon hive to 
oppose men amongst whom enthusiasm will make up for 
lack of education. Against such they will be able to oppose 
nothing except numbers. The Chinese are in truth blind, and 
are, moreover, ignorant of that blindness. ‘They are jealous of 
foreigners, and yet are unable to apply themselves to the 
drudgery of following out foreign scientific systems. It is 
truly lamentable to be thus driven tothe conclusion that Euro- 
pean intercourse has done nothing for the Chincse, and that 
they are still as ignorant, as jealous, and as pig headed as they 
ever were, Events must some ti:ne or another reach a crisis, 
and in the progress of those events China will most probably 
find herself taken in hand by European nations, and saved the 
trouble of thinking or legislating for herself 


HONG KONG. 

In Hong Kong there has been uothing of political importance 
to record. The eleven men of the 99th Regiment, who were 
committed on the verdict of a coroner's jury for the murder 
of an Indian constable, have not yet been brought up for trial. 
Other Hong Kong items and topics of discussion are thus 
summarised from the Lvening Jfuil :-— 

Our “Temperature” corner has shown very satisfactory 
reports, tho thermometer rangiug more or lesa over or under 
75 degrees, Notwithstanding this pleasant state of things, 
however, an article noticed the contrary to be true of the 
moral atmosphere, Society seemed inclined to be out of joint ; 
quarrels wore the order of the day in voluntcer and other 
quarters ; but things were at the same time beginning to assume 
amore reassuring appearance about Government House and the 
public gardens, in which latter favourable public resort the 
band are now to perforn on stated evenings. In a correspon- 
dent's letter from Canton, the weather there was characterised 
as splendid; while the military examiuation then going on 
suggested the similitude of a horse-fair. ,, From the Goverment 
Gazelte was reproduced an official notice of the forthcoming 
sale of land at Kowloong, amongst the lots of which is included 
one suitable for the erection of docks. 











NETHERLANDS INDIA. 
BATAVIA, 

Our dates hence are to tho 15th November., Tio London 
Mail of the 26th September arrived out on the 4th of No- 
vember, 

A. Prins, Esq., member of the Council of India, has retired 
fromthe service. The next Government sugar sale was to 
take place on tho 10th December. ‘Lhe opium monopoly had 
been farmed out by the Government at the following rates per 
month : Batavia and Lampongs f.71.00; Buizenzorg, £.85,00 ; 
Bantam, f.40,00. 

Singo Trocno, the ringleader of the late disturbance at Tagal, 
has been killed at Brebes, whilst attempting to escape to Cheri- 
bon. He refused to surrender, and, together with his followers 
Deyem and Gendoeng, resisted the efforts of the widana to 
secure them. The two first were at once despatched, the latter 
was slightly wounded. At the outbreak of the late disturbance, 
a safo retreat for the females and children was naturally the first 
thingthoughtof. Somefled tothe shipping in theroadstead, others 
sought refuge in the Government House, but the greatest 
portion of the inhabitants rushed to the mansion of M. 
Johannes, Esq., an Amenian gentleman, highly respected by all 
who know him, and an old resident on the island. This 
gentleman, with his usual hospitality, received all who came, 
and during two days gave shelter to no less than scven’y-one 
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Europeans with their servants, all of whom he treated with 
the kindness of a father. 

A committee appointed by the Chamber of Commerce at 
Sourabaya to examiuo into Mr, Moutclar’s maaner of working 
at Baron Sloet’s sugar till as Poerwadadie, have reported 
favourably on the same, 24f. per picul has been offered for a 
parcel of 6,000 piculs made by said gentleman’s process. 

From Padang we learn 'that the Johann, which vessel had 
taken in a full cargo of coffee and sundries for Holland, was 
stopped by the Customs when ready to sail, on suspicion that 
ale had more cargo on board than was entered at the Custom- 
house. It is said that the authorities insist upon her being 
discharged in order to ascertain the trut’. 





BANDA. 

The long-continued drought has been very detrimental to the 
apice parks where may of the young trees have been scorched, 
and the fruit have fallen to the ground before they were ripe. 
The number of nuts gathered in August, though not yet as- 
certaiued, is not expected to be great. On the Gth September 
28,420 Ibs, of mace (product of August), and 52,012 Ibs. nuts 
(product of February) were delivered in the Government stores. 
‘The shipments to Java on the Srd September were 135 casks 
mace, 136 casks nuts, and one case nutmeg soap; and 119 
casks mace, 51 casks nuts, and 2 cases nutmeg soap were ready 
for shipment. 








BORNEO, 

We are now enabled to state that the nine Javanese sailors 
and three native women, who had lately arrived at Mahiad, in 
Palawan, as reported by us in our last issue, did not belong to 
a Dutch ship, but probably to the Dauish brig Gazelle, Captain 
H. J. Johannsen. This vessel left Batavia 29th August, 1863, 
.for SantFrancisco. 

The China ‘Tonnage and Shipping Intelligence” of 14th 
November, 1862, contained a report made by the Elisabeth, 
which vessel had picked up four Malay shipwrecked sailors on 
the 25th October in 7 deg. North, a little to the southward of 
the Prince of Wales bank. Said sailors deposed to have be- 
longed to the brig Gazelle, which vessel foundered at sea in 
the beginning of October, 1863. Six of the crew escaped with 
their lives in one of the boats, the rest got into the other boat. 
Of the six, the deponents alone remained, two having died of 
want. The police are doing their utmost to solve this 


mystery,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA IMPORTS. 

Cotton YaRrn,—This article has not met with any inquiry at the 
hands of the native dealers during the fortnight which. as cl lapsed since 
the date of last Circular, and the only transaction to notice is the purchase 
of 25 bales, Nos, 28 to which are supposed to be intended for ship- 
ment to Japan. Prices show a material decline in the lower and highest 
numbers imported, when compared with those ruling at the date of last 
Circular. Some 23 bales of damaged Twist have also been moved off by 
public auction. The sales reported from Amoy consist of 100 bales fair 
quality 16 to 24 taken at $81, but the latest quotations for this yarn were 
not above $78 par picul. 

Gay SurrtinGs.—The sole transaction reported during the past 
fortnight consists of the public sale of 2,800 pieces of sea-damaged goods, 
and the dealers show no disposition at present to make purchases. Prices are 
quoted somewhat lower for all qualities. The settlements reported from 
Foochow amount to 1,550 pieces at $4.80 to $5. 70 for lbs. 7 to 8} goods, 
The latest sales at Amoy were effecled at $4.95 to $5. 85 for similar 

alit 
(rire Smarivas.—Have not met with any inquiry since the date of 
last report, and there are not any sales to notice. Foochow quotations 
me $4. 40 to $5. 40 for 54 to 66 reed, at which 1,600 pieces had found 
wyers. 

'-CLoT8.—The value of these goods shows a very marked decline 
when compared with the quotations current at the date of last Circular, 
The market has been almost entirely supplied during the fortnight by sales: 
of damaged goods, and the dealers show no desire to increase their stocks 
at present. ‘The total quantity sold amounts to 10,800 pieces, exclusive 
of 400 pieces of 8 Ibs. 

Amenican Daitts.—There is not any stock of American Drills on the 
market, but sales of 2,000 pieces of Drills of English manufacture at 
$5.50 per piece have been reported.

HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dec. 22. 

The Irkutzk Government Gazette states that the past summer 
has been a very unfavourable one for the agricultural interest 
in Eastern Siberia, in consequence of which the prices of all 
comestibles have considerably risen. Rye cannot be bought 
under 80 kopeks per pood of 40 lbs,, and even at that price is 
difficult to obtain at all ; oats fetched 80 and 75 kop., while 
the price of hay was far above the means of most of the 
peasant farmers, 

A letter from Nertschinsk in the same paper mentions & 
new article of commerce-at Aigoon on the Amoor. Scarcely 
was the trade opened there when a number of Chinese and 
Mandschurian dealers made their appearance inquiring anxiously 
for stags’ horns, which they eagerly bought up, paying as much 
as 200 silver roubles for a pair of antlers of good size. It ap- 
pears they are in great request in China from supposed in- 
herent virtue contained in them that they facilitate parturition, 
and it is asserted that no Chinese parents in easy circum- 
stances ever fail to include a pair of stags’ antlers in the dowry 
and outfit of theit daughters when they marry. 

From St. Petersburg we learn that Mr. H. Sibley, the Presi- 
dent of the American Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
Mr. Collins, the indefatigable protagonist in the cause of tele- 
graphic extension, have had the honour, of being presented to 
the Emperor, who was pleased to converse long and freely with 
them on the subject of their important mission to Russia, 

About the end of November the British ship Agincourt, 
from St. Petersburg to the Amoor, with a cargo of rye flour, 
was brought into the port of Revel in a leaky condition, having 
been severely nipped by the ice, The cargo has been landed 
and warchoused, and the ship, after undergoing the needful 
repairs, dismantled and laid up for the winter.

My anticipation that the Budget of the Home Department

_ Of little interest respecting educational matters—Mr. Groen 
being indisposed, and therefore not present—only 19 members 
voted against the chapter. After the Budget for the con- 
struction of the State Railways had been unanimously approved 
of, the chapter for the Marine Department was put on the table. 
Some time ago I informed you that the opposition papers were 
endeavouring to persuade the public that the Minister of 
Marine was condemned to fall, with the consent of the Premier. 
The sectional report, since published, favoured this opinion. 
‘The result of the debates, however, has shown the contrary, for 
this chapter was also passed by 47 against 19 votes. 

At the sitting of to-day a very animated debate took place 
between several members and the Minister of Finances, who 
defended his Budget with so much tact against the very severe 
attacks on his plans for modifying our system of duties, that he 
won the day. His chapter passed, as did also that of the 
National Debt, by 51 against 18 votes. Mr. Betz stated, 
Guring the discussion, that the revenues of the State for the 
current year would surpass the estimate by 4,500,000 guilders. 
He is soon to lay before the members new Bill on the sugar 
duties. 

The First Chamber assembled to-day. 
begin on Friday next. 

In my last letter I spoke of the satisfaction that prevailed 
in Amsterdam in consequence of the capital necessary for the 
canal being fully subscribed for ; that satisfaction was of a very 
short duration. Mr. van Nierop, in the Second Chamber, a 
few days ago, suddenly startled the good people of 
Amsterdam out of their ease.

RUSSIAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Haswune, December, 14. 

At the last weekly sitting of the Russian Imperial Geogra- 
phieal Society several interesting communications were made 
concerning the Far East. In the first place, the attention of the 
aaembers present was drawa to a beautiful collection of mari- 
time views of China and Japan taken by Prussian officers during 
their late diplomatic and commercial expedition to those coun- 
tries, and presented by the Prussian Minister for the Navy. 
From papers read to the meeting it appears that during this 
last summer several interesting expeditions to different parts of 
Eastern Siberia have been undertaken, Thus, Prince Krapotkin 
has been making researches in the unexplored country between 
Tchouroukhaitoui and Blagovessensk, crossing the province of 
Mergen, in order if possible to discover a land communication 
between the above-named towns hy a shorter route than that 
by the winding banks of the Amoorand the Argoun, as the bed 
of the latter river is found to be full of rapids and shallows highly 
obstructive to steam navigation till Government shall have had 
time to remove them. As, according to reliable information 
lately received, some serious errors have becn made in the maps 
in laying down the position of the country in the upper district 
of tire river Onoue, Mr. Schichmarew, corresponding member 
of the Society for the Section of Siberia, has made an excur- 
sion to those parts, accompanied by a topographical engineer, 
for the purpose of correcting those errors and verifying the 
positions by astronomical observations. From thence ho 
intended to follow up his explorations till he reached the 
Schilka, And finally, it was mentioned that M. Lapatine had 
paid a scientific visit to the eastean coast of Siberia to make 
researches into the mineral resources of thuse parts, whilst M. 
Stoukow had been employing his time in studying the manners 
and customs of the tribes of Bouriates in the province of 
Tonkin. 

A paper was then read by Captain Printz giving an account 
of a journcy made by him to Khobdo, a town in China that 
hus never before been visited by any European traveller, This 
paper was listened to withdecp attention, and caused a great 
sensation among the Fellows present. The gallaut officer 
started from the south-eastern district ef the Guvernment of 
Tomsk, crossing the Altai range of mountains, and discovered 
that on the banks of the river Chouya an animated tradeis carried 
onbetween Russians an‘ Chinese of which uothiug was previously 
known, Captain Printzestimates this trade to amount to500,000 
roubles annually, it being in the hands of Chinese dealers 
residing at Bysk,a town about 600 versts from the Chouya. 
Oa their part, the Russian merchants have to carry their goods 
to the Chinese frontier, a feat accompanied by a good deal of 
d.ticulty and risk in passing the mountain torrents and steep 
defiles of the Altai range. Captain Printz was accompanied in his 
visit to Khobdo by three Russian dealers, He describes it as 
most conveniently situated for an extensive.trade, for it lies in 
the most direct line of communication with China, and is worthy 
to become a great emporium. It is much nearer ‘Tomsk than 
the great frontier market of Kiachta, and thus it would lessen 
by nearly one half the expense and time in the conveyance of 
tacrchaudise with a little outlay in improving the roads, Be- 
sides, he adds, Khobilo is considerably nearer to the tea pro- 
ducing districts in China than cither Kiachta or Tchongoutshak. 

This opinion was, however, zealously combuted by M. Skateh- 
kow, a Fellow of the Society, and formerly for many years 
Russian Consul at Tchougoutshak, who laboured to prove that 
the local tupographical conditions were unfavourable for a de- 
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velopment ofthe trade with China vii Khobdo. There are two 
roads, he said, leading from Khobdo to the interior of China. 
The first is the commercial route followed by the caravans, but 
circuitous and crossing a rocky, inhospitable, and almost unin- 
habited desert tract of country through Western Mongolia in the 
direction of Oulie-sou-tai. ‘This route eould never be made 
available for large quantities of tea. The other road is shorter, 
but can only be used for couriers with the post-bags, and is 
totally impracticable for caravans, According to the theory of 
M. Skatchkow, in selecting @ spot to establish a newgfoom- 
mercial emporium in the Celestial Empire the first condition 
to be observed is, not its proximity to the tea-producing dis- 
tricts, but rather its being within access to one of the principal 
C2utres of commerce of that country. ‘There are, he observed, 
two such centres, one of which is Hang-ho, with its factories 
and branch establishments at Shanghai in the East; the other 
being Ourumtsi, inthe West, This latter towa coutains a popu- 
lation of 150,000 souls, and enjoys a reputation similar to that 
of Nijni-Novgorod, as a concentration of goods and produce of 
Russia, Turkestan, Bokhara, Chokand, Tachkend, Persia, and 
Cashemir, are brought thither for sale and barter. There are 
140 commercial agencies and 75 Chinese banks permanently 
established there, besides innumerable stores and warehouses 
full of valuable commodities ; giving the place the appearanco 
of a perpetual fair being held in it, ‘Tho country around is 
easy of approach, well watered and well cultivated, with roads 
and bridges kept in the highest state of repair, and with plenty 
of towns and villages, containing hotels where travellers find 
the best accomodation. Therefore, he considers it mach more 
important to cultivate commercial relations with Ourumtsi thaa 
with Khobio, which latter place, however, he has no wish to 
disparage, though it can never enter into serious competition 
with the former.

The British Arms in North China and Japan: Peking 1860 ; 
Kogosima 1863. By D, F. Resyir, M.D., Senior Medical 
Officer of the Force in the North of China, &c. John Murray, 
Albemarle-street.—This volume will be eagerly perused both by 
the general reader and by those who feel a personal iuterest in 
that part of the world about which its pages are concerned. 
One peculiar charm of the book is its perfect unpretentionsness, 
Every page almost contains its own bit of curious and novel 
information ; but whatever it may be, you have it in the 
simple language in which it was originally conveyed to tho 
author, or told with the brevity and force of the first impres- 
sion. Much of this is no doubt owing to the book being but 
a transcript from the daily entry in the diary ; but beyond that 
there is a singular absence of the “Sir Oracle,” tone, which is 
too much a characteristic of the scientific and professional mind 
of the present day. A good deal of the freshness that belonged 
to the mere story of the Chinese war has of course beeu taken 
off by the many narratives of its events we havo already had; 
but Dr. Rennie tells us no more than is sufficient to give an 
intelligible sequence to those bits of detail that passed under 
his own eye, so that the reader can never justly complain that 
he is wearivd with a “ twic2-told tale.” 

Points connected with the health of tho soldicr form, as 
might be expected from the position of the author, not the least 
interesting or instructive portion of the book. Evidently 
England has much to learn in this respect. The French soldier, 
it appears, carries his sixty rounds of ball atmunition in a 
much Jess fatiguing mode than the Englishman— 

A single belt fastened round the waist carries his bayonet and cartouch 
box of small size, containing only twenty rounds, the remaining forty 
being carried in the knapsack—an arrangement which appears to me 
much superior to ours, which compels the soldier to carry forty rounds in 
a small portmanteau suspended by a cumbrous shoulder-belt, and further, 
to fit on to waist-belt, supporting the bayonet, another leathern box, con= 
taining twenty rounds, which, from being placed on the right side in front, 
bumps over the liver every time his movements are accelerated. To 
modify the pain arising from this, he has to tighten the belt to the utmost, 
thereby necessarily diminishing the cavity of the chest and abdomen. 
Reducing the natural space of organs such as the lungs. the liver, and 
spleen, interferes with the circulation, and predisposes the soldier to heat, 
apoplexy, and other congestive diseases of warm clin in a word, 
subjects the soldier to evils much the same as those wich arise from 
tight lacing in the other sex. 

‘The beli-tent again, twelve fect in diameter, with fourteen 
men assigned to cach tent, was very prejudicial to the soldier's 
health, though our military authorities are well acquainted 
with a much superior form in the Indian tent, as used by our 
forces serving in the Presidencies. We don't seem even to 
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- know how to carry catile for the supply of an army, without 
entailing disease on the consumer and most extravagant 
outlay on the commissariat. 250 oxen are shipped at Chusan, 

. but only 85 reach their destination alive, and those so tainted 

. ‘with the atmospheric poison which proved fatal tothe others, from 

, Over-crowding, that a febrile diarrhoea which ensued is ascribed to 
this unwholesome animal food, particularly ag the Sikhs, who do 
not use beef at sll, were free from it. The mortality among 

. the cattle, indeed, from want of the commonest judgment in 

. their conveyanca, involved this result, that “it has been ascer- 
tained the fresh beef served out to the army at Talien-whan 
ost in all about twelve shillings per pound.” Horses fared no 

vbetter— 

- An officer of the military train mentioned to me that he had just 

returned from Japan in the Kate Hooper with the remnant of some 250 
‘horses that had formed the freight of the vessel, the mortality amongst which 
had been so great that in one day he had thrown 70 overborrd—a wholesale 
-slaughter, attributable to the same cause as that which has produced like 
results in the cattle-ships, namely, an apparent unacquaintance with the 
fact that food and water alone are insufficient for the maintenance of 
‘animal life, and that similar pestilential diseases are generated by the 

“over-crowding of animals as of men in limited spaces. The fittings of the 

«vessels would appear also to have been in some instances defective, from 
“the fact of horses that survived the voyage being received with their 
Tower jaw-bones laid bare, caused by lurehes of the vessel throwing them 
forward on iron bars that had been injudiciously fitted across the front of 
-the stalls, apparently without reference to the height of the animal they 
-were intended to contain, 


So too, of the baggage animals, a large number were soon 
“rendered useless from sore backs, from the injudicious con- 
~gtruction of the pack-saddles, made from a pattern determined 
-on by a board of military officers, who did not take the opinion 
-of a veterinary surgeon. A glimpse of the old Crimean “ how 
not to do it” peeps out in the fact that the Indian followers 

of Fane’s Horse suffered severely from frost bite— 
No proper provision was made at the commencement of the winter for 





keeping their feet warm by giving them long boots like those of the | 


troops, and such a delay occurred before Tartar boots were procured for 
them, that the mischief was done before their feet received adequate 
protection. 

The most lamentable instance recorded of utter want of 
management jis, however, what occarred on the occasion of 
distributing a sum of 876 dollars collected to relieve the in- 
digent Chinese of Tien-tsin. Dr. Rennie recommended tho 
-establishment of a soup-kitchen with the fund; Dr. Gordon, 
the application of the sum to the support of a hospital for 
surgical cases. No; whether for ostentation, or for the mis- 
-chievous fun of secing a sort of scramble, the amount was to 
be distributed to claimants in person. The result was that a 
-crowd of five thousand people assembled, and that in the rush 
for admission nine people wore trodden to death, and a large 
number injured. 

Deficiency in administrative organisation was not, after all, 
-the worst fault exhibited by the British army in China. The 
habit of plundering developed more degrading evils, The men 
became demoralized by the constant “looting” that had been 
-going on during the expedition, and on the march to Peking 
both Lord Elgin and Sir Hope Grant. were looted of nearly 
the whole of their wino by the escortof the 60th Rifles that ac- 
-companied it—the loss of each amounting to about sixty dozen. 
The following was, we are sorry to state, not the only instance 
-of far more inexcusable conduct perpetrated by persons dis- 
gracing the rank of an officer :— 

Ata subsequent period of the occupation of Tien-tsin an officer men- 
tioned to me that he was present in a curiosity-shop in the chief street in 
the suburb when an English officer was bargaining for an article. Failing 
to get it at the price he wanted, he took itup, and threw down its money 
value according to his owa estimate. ‘The shopkeeper, an old coan. with 
grey hair, objected to the amount, and came forward, putting his hand 
the same time to take back the article. The officer struck him a severe 

- blow between the eyes, which knocked him down, and he then, after 
having performed this ruffianly feat, walked deliberately off with the poor 
‘man’s property. 

OF some of our late vaunted improvements in the military 
‘art Dr. Rennie speaks vory slightingly. The Armstrong gua 
he considers to possess neither precision of aim nor destruc- 
: tive effectiveness, Our muskets are charged withthe same 
faults— 

‘One of our regiments fired a volley from their “Enflelds” at four 
hundred yards with so little effect that the Tartar cavalry did not move, 
‘but complacently looked on, the amount of damage done to them being 
about the same as if the volley had been one with blank ammunition. 
So much for weapons of precision! 

Many curious notices are interspersed here and there of the 
secrets in science and manipulation we may yet acquire from 
the Far Fast. A Chinese apothecary was found making up a 
prescription containing camphor reduced to a fine powder, “a 
pharmaceutical process that we ourselves have not yet been able 














to arrive at.” The Japanese doctors are said to possess a re- 
markable powder, the upplication of which externally removes 
at once muscular rigidity, whether occurring before or after 
death. The limbs of the dead are stated to be rendered as 
flexible as during life, immediately after the powder has been 
rubbed over them. Even a Chinese tallow-candle conveys a 
lesson. “The outer coat is a thin envelope of wax, which, 
dissolving more slowly than the tallow, forms a ledge about the 
fourth of an inch round the tallow in solution, and thus its 
runping down the sides is completely prevented.” 

A short respite from his military duties enables Dr. Rennie 
to visit Japan, whore he was invited by Coloncl Neale, 
to whom the book before us is dedicated, to take up 
his quarters at the Legation, so that here also the 
author was placed in the best possible position for obtaining 
authentic information on every subject on which he might 
choose to inquire. One extract will present in a few words the 
political “ situation” in Japan, which is manifestly just what it 
has been often proclaimed to be in the columns of the London 
and China Telegraph :— 

One manin particular, a doctor, spoke with great respect of the power 

and influence of England. He said that the Tycoon was in trouble, and 
‘on bad terms with the Mikado, and had been residing at Osacca, but had 
lately gone back to Kioto. ‘This statement was at variance with what the 
Japanese officers had told Mr. Fletcher on the way from Yokohama. In 
their general conversation they had seemed anxious to convey to him the 
impression that the Mikadv and the Tycoon were on excellent terms. 
Privately, however, one of the officers informed him that their friendly re~ 
lations were more apparent than real, as the Mikado was much influenced 
| by evil advice tendered him by Daimios hostile to the Tycoon; but he was 
in want of money, and therefore inclined to lend a ready car to the overtures 
made by certain Daimios who were offering a higher price for the temporal 
throne on the part of the Prince of Mito than the ‘Tycoon, who held it 
by law and prescriptive right, was inclined to give. Also that the Daimios 
jas yet were not declared enemies of the Tycoon, only cnemies to 
| foreigners, and that nominally; as he believed they had no real objec 
tion to them, merely pretending an animosity to them as the most probable 
and speedy means of involving the Tycoon, and facilitating the downfall 
of his Government. . «The Japanese officers no hesitation, 
in stating thal if the Prince of Mito succeeded in dislodging the Tycoon’s 
Government, he would, in all probability, pursue the sine course in 
reference to foreigners that the latter has done, and throw open the ports 
to European commerce, jealousy of the advantages which she Tycoon is 
gaining from his recent treaties with foreign Powers being oue of the chief 
causes of their desire for his dethronement. 

Comiug so recently frora China, Dr. Rennie could hardly fait 
to make a relative estimate of the two nations, which is 
balanced greatly in favour of his former acquaintance, He 
considers that “the Japanese, though more prone to adopt 
European improvements, are commercially a long way behind 
the Chinese, also less industrious, more licentivus and intem- 
perate, and in the main their inferiors, though on a superficial 
view the Japaneso are much the more attractive nation.” The 
cleven chapters devoted to Japan are remarkably full of obserra- 
tion, as the writer lost no chance of adding to his store of facts 
by visiting and conversing with the natives. Notes on political 
matters are intermingled with sketches of the mode of life 
and social habits of the people, so that the book is at last laid 
down with longing regret ; cheered, we are happy to announce, 
by the certainty of enjoying a similar treat in the forticoming 
work from the same pen—“ Pekin and the Pckinese: Journal 
of a Residence in the Capital of China.” For the present, then, 
we will take leave of the author with an extract containing his 
opinions on 

ENGLISH OFFICIALS AND COMPETITIVE EXAMINATION. 

My experience in the East, especially in China, convinces me that it is 
only by a bona side spicit of conciliation that a real and permanent influence 
is to be gained over Orientals. The principles inculcated for the carrying 
out of its Eastern policy by the British Government are conciliatory in 
the extreme; but its beneficent intentions are in too many instances 
frustrated by the arrogance, superciliousness, violent teaper, want 
of tact, and general incompetency for the matagement of men, 
of those into whose hands the exccution of its measures full. The 
spirit of conciliation has long appeared to me of all others the most defi 
cient in the English character in the East. A knowledge of 
the native language also appears to me too indiscriminatcly taken as @ 
guarantee for diplomatic capacity, and I think 1 could state instances 
where mischief haa resulted from the diplomatic employment of injudicious 
and unconciliating linguists, in place of their services having been re- 
stricted within purely interpretorial limits. An intimate acquaintance with 
an Oriental language, or a brain stuffed full of book learning, by no means 
implies the possession of that combination of tact, discretion, and judgment 
which, under the name of common sense, is so essential to success in deal- 
ing with Orientals, and hence it is that of all tests of fitness for the public 
service competitive examination is perhaps the most fallacious. The 
quality of brain which shines most at one of thest ordeals may prove 
that least practically adapted for the very post that a high class examina- 
tion has gained for it, ‘The absorbent form of brain, which, like a sponge, 
readily imbibes whatever is submitted to its action, and also, like a sponge 
on being squeezed, equally readily lets it out, constitutes the type of mind 
which is now preferred for the public service to the exclusion of brains 
that may be infinitely superior. 
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MR. LAY AND SIR FREDERICK BRUCE. 

Is the leading columns of this journal some six months ago 
we had occasion to animadvert rather strongly on the conduct 
of Mr. H. N. Lay, C.B., ex-Inspector-General of the Customs, 
in publishing a letter reflecting on the character of Sir FREDE- 
rick Bruce, in the failure of the Anglo-Chinese fleet affair ; 
and concluded our remarks in the following words :—“ Instead 
“ of adding fuel to the fire of controversy on British policy in 
“ China, it would be more becoming on the part of Mr. Lay to 
* remain in silent obscurity.” Nearly halfa year having elapsed 
since then, we imagined that he had taken the hint, and the 
little actor, aftcr struggling his hour on the diplomatic stage, 
had hid himself away among the old properties and scenery of 
the forgotten Chinese drama. But no! the cacoethes scribendi 
was tingling his fingor ends, and the animus against Sir FRepe- 
RICK was strong in his breast ; so he occupied his time in 
compiling a pamphlet full of rancour and recrimivation against 
him, wherein he exhibits the unpardonable, not to say con- 
temptible conduct of publishing private notes, conversations, 
&c., that had passed between them This brochure is entitled 
“Our Interests in China,” and purports to be a letter to Earl 
Rossext on the subject; but as far as its principal contents 
bear out the title it is a misnomer, and would be more ap- 
propriately named “My Interests in China, by H. N. Lay.” It 
contains seventy-one octavo pages, the subject-matter being 
divided into four sections, the first of which relates to The 
Authority under which the Naval Force was Organised. In this 
sectiof he rakes up all the old uotes aud memoranda that might 
reflect upon his adversary, while they were apparently on the 
most intimate terms, of which the following is an example :— 
“ March 15th, 1861.—My dear Lay,—I hope to God you mean 
“ to come here (Peking) bofore taking leave to England ; I shall 
“ never forgive you if you throw me over, after the trouble I 
“ have had in the custom-house matters, and the system will 
“ go to the wall if you don’t take the present opportunity of 
“ presenting yourself at Peking. Don’t be guided by Sreu’s 
“ advice ; these superintendents of trade hate the foreiga system 
“ at heart, as it will interfere with their gains This 
« climate is splendid. Come up here before you go home. You 
“are bound to do so, and if you don't, there is an ead of you 
“ aud your inspectorship. You will be supplanted before your 
“ return, unless you make your footing secure in Peking. I tell 
“ you again I will not forgive you, nor will I assist you, if you 
«don’t come up here before going to England.—Yours truly, 
“ Frenenick Bruce.” The second part refers to the Proceedings 
at Peking, and Reasons for the Dissolution of the Force; 
on which he does not throw much new light, that has 

not already appeared in the Bluc-books; but which 
ho has garnished plentifully with his egotistical diction, 
besprinkled with the! personal pronoun “I.” The third 
section is headed Attitude of Sir F'. Bruce, and my Comnunica- 
tions with Him, wherein he recounts minutely his interviews 
with Sir FrepERick and the Foreign Ministers, how they dis- 
cussed Chincse policy over their cigars in an afternoon’s 
“confab.” There is something offensive as well as egotistical 
in these relations o. what every gentleman considers confi- 





dential conversations, such as take place at a private table, to 
divulge which is a breach of honour. In his accounts of such 
private interviews, we are only surprised that he doesn't 


inform Earl Russet what style of pyjamas Sir FREpERIOK 
wore in the hot weather. In the fourth and last seo- 
tion,—General Remarks upon our Policy,—the writer begins 
for the first time to handle the subject-matter of his 
pamphlet, so that if it is read @ la Chinois, from right to 
left, the reader will gather the best of its contents at once. 
If Mr. Lay had confined himself to this section, or amplified 
the text, he would have earned for himself the thanks of every 
one interested in China; as any new information on the polity 
and government of that extraordinary country would be valu- 
able from his pen, seeing that few, if any, foreigners ever had 
such opportunities for examining the secret springs and 
actions of its Ministers, As it is, this last section saves the 
pamphlet from utter condemnation, which otherwise would 
have been our judgment of it. 


THE TRANSFER OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


Sovcg our issue of the 13th inst. Zhe Times has published 
@ letter in reply to their leader from J. Crawrurp, Esq:, 
formerly Resident of Singapore, under the commission of the 
Indian Government, which we have transforred to the columns 
of the present issue, It is with some degree of regret that 
we observe our powerful contemporary treating this grave 
question in a facetious manner, with a dash of levity that 
rarely characterises its effusions. To the Indian commis- 
sioners who govern these settlements, and who have nothing 
at stake beyond their salaries in the event of the ‘“Trans- 
fer” being shelved, such an easy way of giving this question 
the goby will be very acceptable. But it is a matter 
of much more serious import to the merchants and landed 
proprietors, who have made Singapore and her sister settle- 
ments what they are, to find their just demands for {con- 
stitutional government refused at the eleventh hour, when, in 
expectation of the “Transfer,” many were preparing large 
schemes for further improvement of their commercial capa- 
bilities. The effect of such an article is to arrest these enter- 
prising projects until it is ascertained precisely what the 
Government intend to do. In reference to the statements of 
the Straits papers noticed in our last, that the news came via 
Hong Kong, our readers will perceive by the letter signed 
“Singapore” that there has been a reference to Sir Hercules 
Robinson on one point, Both this letter and the one signed 
“R.” fully confirm the views expressed in our last that the 
transfer is not “ shelved.” 

Mr. Crawrurp’s commentary on the financial bugbear set 
up as the great obstacle to the “Transfer,” is a plain straight- 
forward statement of facts, rather under than over the 
statistics of the case as given in the extract from the “ Pro- 
prietors’ and Merchant’s Memorial.” These together we deem 
conclusive answer to the statements that the Straits settlements 
are insolvent, and would become a burthen upon the mother 
country if taken under the wing of her Colonial Department. 
Moreover, Mr. Crawrorp places the obnoxious item for the 
maintenance of Indian convicts in a forcible light, that should 
have the best consideration of Her Masgsry’s Government, 
before they reject the petition that the Straits be re- 
lieved from the evils of their Indian connection. After 
showing that the fine revenues are exhausted in maintain- 
ing a military force—consisting chiefly of inefficient and 
expensive Sepoy troops—at upwards of treble the charge 
for Hong Kong, Mr. Crawrurp goes on to state :—“ The 
“ next item of charge is far more monstrous. It is for convicts, 
“ and this means not the convicted felons of the settlements 
“ themselves, but the whole transported felous of Continental 
“Todia. ‘This is as if, in the times of transportation, we had 
“ charged the colonies of New South Wales and Van Diemen’s 
“ Land with the burden of maintaining the transported felons 
“of the United Kingdom. The charge on this account was 
“ £22,850 ; besides demoralising the community by the pre- 
“ sence of some 3,000 felons.” Taking this view of one of 
the grievances put forward by the memorialists, it is adding 
insult to injury when they are taxed with extravagance of 
expenditure,while maintaining the worst felons transported from 
India and China. The injustice of such an item being extracted 
from the treasury of these settlements is too patent to be 
passed over, and, according to Mr. Crawrurb, “ has alreadybeon 
“decided on in tho negotiation for the transfer to the Colonial 
“Department.” Not only should this be the case, but previous 
disbursements on that account will bo a sct off against any 
claim or deficit charges made by the Indian Government, 
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and in all probability bring them in debtors instead of creditors 
in the general balance sheet. There is no doubt that a desire 
to avoid being “brought to book” by independent colonists, 
who have hitherto had no control over the expenditure, is one 
of the chief reasons why the Commissioners, and the nabobs at 
Calcutta, are averse to the transfer. That the question is shelved 
we do not entertain ; but possibly the leader in Zhe Times has 
appeared as a feeler, to ascertain the opinions of all those con- 
nected with Singapore and its sister settlements. Under these 
circumstances we would recommend their representatives row 
in England to lose no timo in coming to the rescue. 





SINGAPORE AND ITS SISTER SETTLEMENTS, 
To the Editor of The Times. 

~ Sin,—I have read with great pleasure your pleasant and playful leader 
on Singapore and its sister settlements, yet I have to suggest a few cor- 
rections in it as to matters of detail. In the official year 1863-64 the 
joint-public revenue of the three settlements was in round numbers 
‘£195,000. This was exclusive of a sum of about £50,000 raised by 

rates under the name of municipal revenue. The total taxes raised, 
therefore, amounted to £245,000, which is at the rate of full 20s. a head 
for each individual of the pepe tion, estimated at 225,000. This is 
full four-fold the taxation of British Continental India, according to the 
estimate of the late Mr. James Wilson. 

‘The public expenditure of the three settlements, exclusive of the muni- 
cipal, was in the same year £209,000, which leaves a deficit of £14,000. 
The causeof ta dell i very easily acrodnied for in she uncalled:fir 
extravagance of the expenditure, The military charge alone amounts to 
£68,400—above three-fold the sum with which the Imperial Government 
charges the local revenue of the important colony of Hong Kong, for that 
is but £20,000. The garrison which causes this expenditure consists of 
two companies of European Artillery, the only efficient part of it, 
and of two regiments of Sepoys, the most expensive snd inefficient 
troops that could be employed, and for whom a well-organised police 
would be an economical and effective substitute, One-half the mili- 
tary expenditure might easily be saved, and even then it would 
exceed the amount charged to the revenues of Hong Kong by £11,700. 
‘The next item of charge is far more monstrous. It is for convicts, and 
this means not the convicted felons of the settlements themselves, but the 
whac transported felons of Continental India. ‘This is as if, in the times 
of transportation, we had charged the colonies of New South Wales and 
Van Diemen’s Land with the burden of maintaining the transported 
felons of the United Kingdom. The charge on this account was 

). Deducting the value of any services which theforced labour 
of convicts and the injury done to society by the presence of some 3,000 
felons, this sum ought at once to be withdrawn from the charges, and this, 
indeed, has already becn decided on in the negotiation for the transfer to 
the Colonial Department. 

The next item of charge public works, but what these are is not 
stated, and all we know is they do not consist of roads, bridges, 
paving, and lighting, for these are all defrayed from the municipal fund of 
£50,000 already mentioned. The public works consist, in fact, of forti- 
fications and military barcacks, neither of which are garrisoned or occupied. 
By making the deductions from the charges which I have now suggested, 
it’ is certain that there would be not only no deficit, but a considerable 
surplus revenue. Transferred to the Colonial Department they would, in 
fact, be the only one of more than forty-six colonies that would be no 
charge to the Imperial revenue. 

You seem to think that the East India Company paida large price for 
Singapore. It paid a very moderate one, and as I myself negotiated the 
treaty of cession, I can tell you the particulars. For the sovereignty 
and fee simple of the island and every islet within ten miles of it, it paid 
exactly 600,000 Spanish dollars, or, at the exchange of 4s. 6d. to the 
dollar, the sum of £13,500, not a large sum for a place the joint exports 
and imports of wh'ch reach the sum of £15,000,000. Besides this, there was 
an annuity of £3,780, but the payment of this has long ceased to be im- 
perative, for the succes<ors of the parties who made the cession are at 
present their grandchildren. The treaty was not made with one black 
Sultan, but with two brownish-yellow Malay chiefs. The successor of 
‘one of them has by virtue of the prosperity of Singapore the income of 
a well-to-do English nobleman—about £35,000 to £40,000 a year, and 
stands no longer in need of his pension. 

‘You state that * Singapore is prosperous,” but you add that ‘she is 
selfish and extravagant.” Her selfishness is, perhaps, on a par with that 
of other English colonies, neither more nor less; and as to extravagance, 
it has never been in her power to exercise it, seeing that her inhabitants 
have never had a voice either in taxation or expenditure. On the con- 
trary, they have in vain petitioned against both.

‘You also very truly observe that “ The Government of India no longer 
“feels ny obligation to keep up expensire outlying stations in order to 
“check the undue advance of foreign Powers in the Archipelago, or to 
“ protect the trade to China ;” but does it follow that it is not to the in- 
terete of Great Britaia te dos? i 

e importance of Singapore as a “strategic position” and as a “com- 
mercial emporium ” being granted, the next point is what you are pleased to 
call that “state of deficit” which is “« the normal condition of her finances.” 
It is to be regretted that I cannot agree with you on this subject, since it 
can eal be proved that Singapore tasfor many years not ‘only paid all 
“her” legitimate expenses, but helped to defray those of the sister settle~ 
ments of Penang and Malacca; and further, that if the cost of the con- 
victs was debited to the countries from whence they are sent, and the 
military expenses were adapted to the requirements of this place, or esti- 
ated a the scale of those charged agains Hong Kong or Geylon, there 
would be a wry considerable surplus of revenue, which may be estimated 
at not less than £30,000. 

Considering that “the Islets of the Straits are said to produce pirates, 
cannibals, flying monkeys, gigantic serpents, and vampire bats, in addition 
to such expensive delicacies as sharks’ fins, sea slugs, and birds’-nest soup” 
(pray how does soup grow ?), it will doubtless be satisfactory to you to 
informed that in the ten years between 1852-53 and 1862-68 the trade of 
the three settlements increased at the rate of 93 per cent.—say from 
£8,720,000 to £16,907,000; and in the same period the revenue in- 
creased 142 per cent.—say from £77,500 to £186,600; a state of pros 
perity which is equalled by but few of Her Majesty's colonies. 

I trust to your spirit of fairness to give insertion to this note, All that 
the Straits residents require or ask for is a transfer from the India to the 
Colonial Office, because the interests of the Settlements are Imperial and 
not Indian; and as there exists a considerable surplus of revenue, afler

THE HONG KONG MINT AND THE NEW DOLLAR. 

THE question whether or not to have the legend round the 
new dollar fur Hong Kong is still undecided. It is also yn- 
certain?what quantity of this coin will be sent from England. 
No further shipment of smaller coin has been made since the 
one noticed in our issue of August 2. 

The Bengal, which left London on Oct. 17, had on board a 
quantity of assorted ironmongery, bullion trucks, tanks, 
weighing machines, &, The engine, boiler, marking machine, 
&e, and a quantity of bricks left in the Young Lochinvar on 
Nov. 24, and by the City of Aberdeen, on Dec. 5, the greater 
part of the chemicals and laboratory apparatus, also a quantity 
of iron roofing. ‘Very little now remains to be sent out to 
complete the material necessary for the mint at Hong Kong. 

An assistant engineer, Mr. W. White, from the firm of Watt 
and Co,, left by the Young Lochinvar. Capt. Kinder and staff, 
it is expected, will leave England so as to arrive at Hong Kong 
next September. Two appointments have just been gazetted— 
viz., Mr. C. Langdon Davis, controller, and Mr. F, L. Allen, 
coiner.

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MERCANTILE CONSULS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Srm,—In your issue of Nov. 28, I notice a remark by your Hamburg 
‘correspondent upon which I think some observations may be usefally 
.effered. Your correspondent says :—“ Two years ago the head of one 
of the German firms in Shanghai offered his services as Austrian Consul 
at that port without any reward or remuneration ; but his generous offer 
Bas not been accepted,” &c. The words which I have italicised your 


- correspondent evidently uses in the most innocent manner, and F am aware 
that an impression prevails extensively to the effact that, in volunteering 
, to act as Consuls without remuneration, merchants are usually actuated by 
‘entirely disinterested motives. In saying a word or two to controvert this 
opinion, and to point out some of the evils which arise from this practice, 
Tam simply repeating statements which have been frequently urged in all 
newspapers in China, and, inasmuch as I am quite ignorant which 
German firm. it was which tendered for the contract to do the Austrian

The fact is, individuals and Goveraments in Europe toofrequently lose sight 
‘of the consideration that Consuls in the ast, and, above all, in China, are 





|i name only functionaries of a similar class to those who in civilised 
‘ eountries are appointed principally for the purpose of seeing to the duc 
- execution of navigation laws. The difference between a Coneul—say 
,at Bordeaux or Riga, and an officer bearing the same title at Shanghai 
ot Hankow, is as wide as that existing between an ordinary police magis- 
trate and one of the highest judges in the land. The treaties which in 
the Bast place exclusively under Consular jurisdiction the subjects of the 
respective European States confer necessarily upon the Consuls themselves 
- fanctions and responsibilities of the most extensive nature, whjch, in order 
fe onsure their fair discharge, ought most imperatively to. be entrusted to 
‘independent and disiaterested persons, A reference to Lord Elgin’s 
Blue-book will show that in 1856 the Chinese Commissioners protested 
strongly against the future appointmeat of mercantile Consuls by any 
+: nation, knowing, as they did, that with the exception of England and France, 
all the European Powers were represented at the ports by merchants, fre- 
wently of the most indifferent character ; and in the Treaty concluded with 
ortugal two years ago, there exists an express stipulation that no mer- 
chants should, for the future, be appointed as Consuls for Portugal. This 
clause was probably introduced owing to the knowledge, on the part of 
Prince Kung, of the atrocities perpetrated by Macaoese at different times 
and places, who were actually in partnership with the worthies holding 
Consular commissions from the Portuguese Government ; but this clause 
‘was entirely disregarded, and merchants continued to act as before in the 
capacity of Portuguese Consuls, It may be added that these functions 
having of late years been confided to the representatives of an English 
house of the highest probity, the Chinese Government has probably not 
had cause to complain of any injury from this source ; but as it has 
recently refused to ratify the treaty with Portugal, no doubt the violation 
‘of the clause in question was made one of the grounds for so doing. 
Austria, the country to which your correspondent especially refers, has, 
8 yet, taken no steps to conclude a treaty with China, but her great ally 
—? antagonist—Prussia, has already followed in the steps of England 
and France, and obtained recoznition at Peking. The Consuls appointed 
under her treaty are ail merchants, and asa fair criterion of the con- 
sequences which are inevitable in such appointments, I may repeat a 
story [ have heard from a well-authenticated source, that the first official 
act performed by one of the principal German Consuls in China was to 
endeavour to obtain a reduction in the regular duty on sugar, in favour 
‘oG& one of his own shipments of this commodity; and many other in- 
stances could be adduced to show that Consular functions, when confided 
to merchants, are but too frequently made the means of obtaining indi- 
vidual profit, The fact that the national character inevitably suffers by 
such acts should at least cause a Power which, like Austria, is always 
distinguished by a certain chivalrous fecling of honour, to prefer incurring 
certain amount of expense, if the object in view is at all desirable, rather 
thanto incur odium through an illjudged economy. The interests of Austria, 
\ however, can scarcely require an expensive staff in China, It is very 
doubtful whether she can have a score of subjects at present residing at 
all the ports put together, and her shipping in the Chinese waters is as 
yet very insignificant. One charge d'affaires to intervene in the rare 
ease of @ Customs’ dispute, or of any ollence committed by or against an 
‘Austrian subject, would probably amply sulfice for her international re- 
quirements, whilst abstinence from the appointment of mercantile Consuls 
would greatly redound to the credit of her Government. In order fur- 
. ther to point out, in conclusion, how awkward may sometimes be the 
position of a merchant acting as Consul, it is only necessary to 
suppose the case (which, indeed, has actually bappened) of a native 
firm doing business with the merchant having occasion to sue 
him before the Consul! Or let us suppose (what has also more 
than once occurred) a Consul calling upon the Chinese authorities to 
take proceedings against a native, against whom he, as a merchant, has a 
claim. It would be giving too much credit to human nature to suppose 
that where official influence is necessarily so powerful it would not over- 
balance strict justice. One of the most amusing cases of this kind I can 
recall, is in connection with a Peruvian “ Consul" at Canton, who had 
come to China as agent for one of the coolie kidnapping firms at Callao, 
and had also a duly authenticated commission as Consul for Peru. This 
ingenious functionary, the only Peruvian at Canton, addressed 
@ despatch to the Viceroy somewhat in the following terms :— 
“1, the Consul L —, have received an application from the 
Peruvian merchant L—— requesting permission for the establish- 
ment of a coolie barracoon, and I have the honour to support this 
application, &c., &c.” Fortunately the Viceroy saw through the scheme, 
and taking no notice of either Consul or coolie agent, the Peruvian 
functionary one day absconded, leaving nothing but debts behind him, I 
think that were a few facts such as these duly weighed by the European 
Governments, they would abstain for the future from making these objec- 
tionable appointments, fy

OUR INTERESTS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 


(QAILY TELEGRAPH.) 

The later news from Japan indicates the excellent effect of the little 
affuir at Simonoscki., We have, it is clear, done more than punish a petty 
‘Daimio—we have given an indirect lesson to the Japanese Government 
itself, Sir Rutherford Aleock has visited Yedo, and has found that the 
news from the Straits bad produced the most desirable impression. The 
great Daimios are even more struck by our power than after the conflict 
at Kagosima; this second warning coming on them with cumulative 
force. Nagato has been, it is said, stripped of his titles, while, in e6- 
cordance with the old ideas of Oriental justice, his metropolitan palace 
has been razed to the ground, and all his servants put to death, It 1s aleo 
reported that the supplies of silk to the Yokohama market, hitherto in- 
terrupted by the jealousy of the local authorities in the interior, have 
largely increased, and that a deficiency of currency alone checks a great 
extension of trade, We expressed at the same time anticipations of such 
results. It is impossible to judge of any affair of the kind by itself; the im- 
mediate cause of quarrel may be trivial, the redress sought temporary or local, 
but we must bearin mind that in the East, long used to the reign of might, 
a display of force carries irresistible logic, and that conciliatory resignation 
under outrage as certainly in the long run leads to disaster. The Oriental 
idea of power always involves vengeance and sacrilice, and a sovereign 
who does not punish his enemies is an unintelligible anomaly. If it 
awkward to have to deal with people who will not hear reason, not believe 
jn our unwillingness to use the “last argument of kings,” itis, neverthe- 
less, a consolation that a moderate display of our belligerent resources has 
considerable influence. In China and Japan a little powder goes & 
long way. The Daimios are good enough to think us strong, not because 
they have acquired a knowledge of our history, but because they believe the 
Power that crushed Satsuma, that brought Nagate to reason, and that 
overawes the Tycoon himself, must be boundless in its means of avenging 
wrong. Every action of the kind re-echoing through the East saves us 
future trouble. ‘The merely mercantile advantage of tree navigation of the 
Inland Sea, though that in itself was a result fully worth the expenditure, 
is by no means the sole item to be set against the cost of the recent bom- 
bardment ; for we must also include on the credit side the fact that our 
pathway bas been smoothed at Yedo and in Peking. ‘The money fred off 
in our Armstrong shells must, therefore, be considered uot expenditure of 
capital, so much as the putting outof money at usurious interest. It will come 
back to us in long years of peaceful commerce, in wide development of 
trade, in the fabulous profits which arise wheu the rich natural resources of 
the East are brought into contact with the manufacturing and mercantile 
energy of the West. ; 

In Japan the exercise of European force is likely to have very peculiar 
results, It will tend to destroy the feudalism which more than anything 
else has retarded the progress of the nation and prevented the develop- 
ment of foreign trade. ‘The country is now in a condition of society 
but faiutly paralleled by the condition of France and other continen 
States when several great suzerains held provincial sway, and merely 
acknowledged the King as Lord Paramount. ‘The chief Daimios, like 
the Duke of Burgundy and his brother vassals, have immense powers 
within their own territories; but, beyond their local jurisdiction, collec 
tively they are hereditary rulers of the whole empire. If our Cabinet 
Council were selected exclusively from the House of Lords, and if each 
of the selected peers had extreme feudal rights within his own territory, 
while at the same time he was ex officio aud by right of birth a Minister 
of State whenever he came to London, we should have something answer- 
ing to the council that is practically viceroy over the Tycoon. ‘the Regency 
of theempire, for instance, is iereditary in one family, and all the high mili- 
tary and civil officesare held by members of the favoured class, Some of the 
semi independent Daimios disdain even these posts, much as one of the 
Kings of Prussia, when he became powerful, divdained the Lord High 
Stewardship of the Holy Roman Empire, once filled by his ancestor the 
Elector of Brandenburg; but the enormous wealth of the great non- 
official Daimios—many commanding revenues over half a million ® year 
in English money—still gives them an overwhelming influence. We see 
by the recent news that ‘the Princes are all recalled to Yedo to reside as 
Lefore the dispute arose, and the Tycoon is said to rule once more 
supreme.” ‘This increase to the power of the central authority will be of 
great advantage to us, and no less beneficial to the native people. We 
Shall have one accessible Goverament responsible for outrages and for the 
fulfilment of treaty rights; and the Tycoon will soon learn to look 
on us, not as enemies, but as friends who can guarantee his own privileges 
and power. He avowedly sanctioned our aitack on Satsuma; be pre 
his formal approbation to our recent proceedings at Simonoseki; and be 
now reaps the advantage of being able te enforce that six months’ residence 
in Yedo each year which is his only bold on the feudal lords. The 
Japanese are essentially a peaceful and indus:rious race, long oppressed by 
the two-sworded swashbucklers, the retainers of the great Princes; ant 
everything that destroys the power of these barons tends to liberate the 
people from an oppressive yoke. In the Old World history we have many 
instances of Kings uniting with the commons against the nobility, an 
that is in all likelihood the policy that our recent action will force on, the 
Tycoon. As our artillery makes progress, we shall every day be enabled 
to hold our own in those Seas with less and less sacrifice of English money 
or English life. We may still find it difficult to reach those inland 
Daimios who barred the peaccful travels of out Knvoy, even when armed 
with the Imperial permission under treaty rizhts ; but wherever our sbips* 
guns can reach, English subjects will be safe, and outrages will be promptly 
put down. Fortunately, the kingdom is composed yeosraphically of 
narrow islands, and its long coast-line facilitates broadsides from our men 
of-war, and favours the operations of our marin 

Our policy altogether in those distant regions of the Far East is at length 
made pretty clear. Having no immediate end in view, excepting the ex= 
tension of our commerce, Wwe still cannot forget that our trade is, whether 
swe will it or not, the precursor of our ideas, the pioneer of our civilisation. 
Hitherto, the true means of attaining this end were not very manifest, and 
there isno doubt that in those waters, with the best intentions, we have 
made some lamentable mistakes. But the system of aiding the Peking 
Government in maintaining order, and of laying a heavy hand on insolent 
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Daimios instead of punishing the poor Tycoon, points out the spirit of our 
policy, if not its very path. We have wisely abstained from committing 
ourselves entirely to the support of the Chinese Emperor against his dis- 
affected subjects; but in the degree that his power has been strengthened 
he has become more immediately responsible to us for acts committed in 
any part of his dominions. Had the rebellion made progress, we should 
have been in the embarrassing position of having to appeal in turn to two 
Powers, both weak, one of them almost inaccessible to foreign remon- 
strance; and while we should have allowed some of the fairest provinces 
in the country to be desolated by a barbarian mob, the internal trade 
of some of our own treaty ports must hase been diminished, if 
not destroyed. We have now shown the Emperor that if we could be 
formidable foes we can be valuable allies; and ever since the Taeping 
rebellion haslost power, our relations with Peking have been as satisfactory 
as, considering the Oriental character, we have aright to expect. Both 
in China and in Japan our Envoys have pretermitted the fullilment ofseveral 
just demands, but now we have fair opportunities of enforcing them. In 
Japan we have displayed our strength, and have incidentally helped to 
fortify the Tycoon ; we therefore muy hope to hear soon that Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock has obtained the opening to foreign trade of Ooaca, the great 
outlet of commerce, and one of the ports guaranteed to us by treaty right. 
In China the Taiping rebellion has long been as useful an excuse for d 
laying the fulfilment of Chinese pledges as the fire at Wolfs Crag was 
for the poverty of Caleb Balderstone’s fare; but with such men as Sir 
Frederick Bruce at Veking,and Mr, Hart managing the Foreign Customs 
of the Celestial Empire, we may well believe that English—or rather 
European—interesta are in good hands.

Among other military changes about to take place, it is rumoured that 
Lieut.-General Sir James Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B.,and Major-General 
Lord William Paulet, C.B., are about to exchange positions. Lord Wil 
liam Paulet will go to the Horse-Guards as Adjutant-General, and Sir 
James Scarlett, will assume the command of the south-west military 
district and the lieut.-governorship of Portsmouth, If this arrangement 
should be carried into effect Portsmouth and the south-west district will 
be raised from a major-general’s toa lieutenant-general’s command, and 
Manchester and the north-west district will possibly at the same time be 
changed from a lieutenant-general’s to a major-general's command, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Charles George Gordon, some time employed in 
the service of the Emperor of China, and who has been gazetted to be an 
Ordinary Member of the Military Division of the third class, or Com- 
panion of the Most Honourable Order of the Bath (notified in our last), 
entered the corps of Royal Engineers as second lieutenant, June 23, 1852, 
and became first lieutenant February 17, 1854. He served in the trenches 
before Sebastopol from December, 1854, to the close of the siege, and was 
wounded June 6, 185 He accompanied the column under Sir Joha 
‘Campbell at the attack on the Redan, June i8, and accompanied the 
company of sappers attached to the expedition to Kinburn, and was pre- 
sent at the surrender of that port. He was also present at the demolition 
of the docks of Sebastopol, and subsequently employed on the Turco- 
Russian boundary commission in Bessarabia and Asia in 1856 and 1857. 
He became capiain April t, 1859, and in 1864 was made lieat.-colonel. 
He has received a medal and clasp, as also the Turkish medal, and is a 
Knight of the Legion of Honour. 

Captain (with the local rank in Japan of major) H. Wray, Royal 
Engineer, is promoted to the brevet rank of major. 




















CHINA AND JAPAN (COAST AND RIVER) STEAM 
AVIGATION COMPANY (LIMITED). 

The ordinary general meeting was held on the 12th inst, at the offices 
in King’s Arms-yard; Mr. J. N. Dawiectin the chair. 

‘The report of the directors, which was taken as read, was as follows :— 

“ Referring to their circular, dated 3rd of August last, the directora 
have now to lay before the shareholders a statement of the accounts of the 
company, made up in England and China, to the 30th of June in the pre- 
sent year. ‘The board regret that these accounts do not show the satis- 
factory result they could wish, and that they will te unable to distribute 
adividend on this occasion. Whilst, however, there is herein cause for 
disappointment, it must be observed that the ships of the company have 
not fared worse than their neighbours, in the exceptionally depressed state 
‘of the freight market in China, which has continued, more or less, since 
the date of the last report. Tifan.—This vessel has during the past year 
met with a considerable amount of competition in the Shanghai river, 
where she has been from the first placed ; but the board are loth to with- 
draw her {rom that station, being led to believe that, under new auspices, 
she will again in the year now commenced show a satisfactory working. 
The directors are sorry to report the death of Captain Rousby 
and Captain Cockerham, successively commanders of the Titan, 
whose loss they have much cause to regret. £lyin.—When the 
Elyin was \aid down she was constructed for a light draught of water, the 
best advices at that time being to the effect that a vessel drawing more 
than ten feet could not safely navigate the river Yangtsze, for which she 
was intended. The vessel, however, had bend arrived in China a short 
time when fresh channels were discovered in this great river. A fall at 
‘once ensiied in freights, and the advantages which the Eiyin otherwise 
possessed, at the sactifice of carrying power, were of course lost. Under 
‘these circumstances the board resolved to dispose of the vessel, and replace 
her with one of larger capacity, which their experience of the Mona's 
working satisfies them would prove a profitable investment. The company’s 
agents were accordingly empowered to sell the Elgin, at a minimum 
Price, which would lcave a handsome profit to the company on her original 
Cost, and they were almost on the point of succeeding in their negotiations 
to that effect with the Japan Government when the late war broke out. 
The board, however, are glad to say that their agents inform them in 
their it advices that now that the allied fleet has succeeded in forcing 
the inland sea, they count on being enabled to place the Elyin 




















advantageously. There is a general’ impression, indeed, that. the 
demand for steamers is likely to be very great in those waters, 
Mona.—This vessel reached Shanghai at the commencement of the 
ear, and has since been actively employed. The rewult of her work- 
ings, up to the date of the annexed accounts, shows a moderate balance 
in her favour. But the directors have much pleasure in stating that since 
this period the earnmgs of the vessel have greatly increased, and owing to 
her large capacity ‘and prompt management—even at comparatively low 
freights, she has been realising handsome profits, and they are advised that 
the ship has become an established favourite on the station between Hong 
Kong and Shanghai, Vulcan and Teen-Chang.—The board regret that 
the departure of these two vessels from the Clyde was seriously delayed. 
‘The board, however, hope to hear by the next China mail of theirjarrival 
at Shanghai, and for these boats the directors are encouraged to expect 
profitable employment on the stations where It is intended to place them. 
‘The directors have also lately made an arrangement with the Labuan Coal 
Company, whereby they have secured a supply of coal on reasonable 
terms, and, looking at the importance of coal a3 an item of their expendl- 
ture, owing to the high price at which it generally rules in China, they 
rely upon being able, by means of this arrangement, materially to redaee 
the working expenses of the company's steamers. At the same time, the 
board consider it right to state that they had proposed this contract as 
a special feature of the projected enlarzement of the basis of the 
company (referred to in circular of 18th July), the accomplishment of 
which, whilst increasing the working capital ‘at their disposal, will, they 
have reason to believe, meet with the approval of the sharcholders. | The 
directors had hoped to have laid this matter before the meeting on the 
12th inst., but the state of the money market has unavaidably produced 
delay. They now trust to be able to call a special meeting on the sub- 
ject’ at an early date. Not wishing, however, to lose any advantages 
connected with the Labaun agreement, the board have now commenced 
working the steamship Stirling. chartered for a term of years by the Labaan 
Company, and in terms of agreement transferred to the China and Japan 
Company. From the conditions of the charter of this vesscl, the diree- 
tors have no hesitation in saying she will prove a valuable and profitable 
auxiliary to the company’s ficet.. The board have purchased H. M. frigate 
Andromeda, 1,100 tons, to serve as a storeship in China, for which she is 
admirably adapted. ‘This will prove an important economy to the com- 
pany in the saving of landing and godown charges.” 

The CHainman expressed regret that the accounts up to the 30th June 
did not justify the payment of a dividend, owing to the depressed state of 
the freight market in China; but with regard to the future theit. prospects 
were good. ‘The opening of the Inland Sea of Japan promised a large 
increase of trade in that quarter. Their ships were now working profitably. 
Since the date of the present accounts the Titan had done well, and the 
Mona bad done admirably well. ‘The Elgin was on a voyage freighted to 


Bombay and back again. ‘They had received £3,000 clear of coals from 
the Mona since June. 


If the river hadbeen available ouly for vessels of 
a light draft, the Elyia would hav proved a very profitable vessel. As it 
was they hoped to make her profitable by disposing of her to advantage 
when she returned, of which the agents informed them there was no 
doubt. They had made an arrangement with the Labuan Coal Com: 
pany for the supply of 20,000 tons of coals a year, with the right of 
monopoly, so that if this company chose to take them no other parties 
could be supplied except through them, The Stirling, which was char- 
tered by the Labuan Company, and transferred in terms of agreement to 
this company, was engaged upon a ice that would pro.uce a con- 
siderable profit. There was also a project for the establishment of @ 
China steam-tug company, with which they had a prospect of forming a 
junction as soon as it was formed. Some dilliculties having arisen in 
obtaiuing the necessary capital, the issuing of the prospectus of the Tug 
Company had been delayed, and unless all the shares were subscribe@ for 
it would not come out. Several gentlemen of very high commercial 
standing had, however, now joined it, and there was reason to believe 
that all the shares would be speedily taken up. He concluded by moving 
the adoption of the report. 

In reply to Mr. VALLANcE, the CuatrMan said that the contract price 
at which the coals were to be supplied by the Labuan Company was one 
guinea a ton at Labuan. 

Mr. Vaucasce asked for explanation as to 1,000 shares which in the 
accounts, were stated as being held as collateral security. In reply it was 
stated that these were shares on which £10 each had been paid, and which 
had been given as collateral security to mortgage creditors. On payment 
of the mortgage debt, £26,000, those shares would revert to the company. 

‘Mr. Vactance held that, as they were in effect unissued shares, they 
ought to appear in a different form in the accouuts. After some further 
discussion, the report was adopted.

CHINA COTTON, 
The following is the reply of Messrs. {Neill Brothers toa 
letter which appeared in our last issue :— 


(To the Editor of The Times.) 

Sir,— Although it is not our custom to notice anonymous attacks, the 
prominence given in your colurans to-day to the lengthened criticism by 
‘Your correspondent “A. M.” of a sentence in our circular of the Ist inst. 
Prompts us to request room for a few lines in reply. 

In the first place, we put it to you if it be fair to pick out a single 
sentence—and he does not even give the whole sentence—from the middle 
ofa raph in a circular which your readers cannot generally have 
seen (as it has not appeared in your columns) and to omit the context ? 

The following is the whole paragraph :— 

“As regards China it is impossible to procure trustworthy information, 
but if last year’s prices were offered supplies would probably continue to 
increase. “The dissatisfaction, however, which imports from that country 
hare caused, the recent panic in the trade, and the fact that prices are 
even now 4d. to 5d. per Ib. lower than last year, have already reduced the 
quantity afloat to a bagatelle, and must materially reduce exports for some 
time to come. Should fresh supplies be attracted by the recent advance 
here, they can hardly be received before next midsummer. In the mean- 
time the arrivals at Liverpool must be small, and this will also, without 
doubt, hold good of the arrivals from India, so that declining stocks in this 
country must be anticipated throughout the winter and spring.” 

The fact to be accounted for, and of which your correspondent docs 
not seem to be aware, was that whereas down to the last week in October, 
the quantity of cotton known to be afloat from China had constantly 
increased till it amounted to 200,000 piculs, since that date it had deciined 
to 106,000 piculs. It could hardly be explained by the season, as during 
the same interval last year there had been an increase. After the rapid 
growth of the export trade from China, and the large expectations lately 
indulged in, it certainly did appear to us that a supply at sea (the whole 
of which was not likely to arrive in less than four months), equal 
to about 30,000 bales of American cotton, deserved to be termed a 
Dagatelle, and required to be accounted for. To the uninitiated this may 

pear a large quantity; but its true value in meeting the deficiency 
caused by the Am n war will be better understood if it be borne in 
mind that during the past month as much as 30,000 bales of cotton have 
been sold in Liverpool in asingle day, and that the American crop of 
1859 exceeded 4,600,000 bales. 

The paragraph quoted gives rather loosely, but in the concentrated 
form necessarily adopted ina trade circular, the only mode in which, 
with the limited knowledge we possess of Chinese affairs, we were able 
toaccount forthe disappoiting Figures Butby “the recent panic ” we 
should have thought that a man possessing the intelligence of your cor- 








mndent must have inferred from the connection and the dates that we 
did not and could not mean that portion of the panic of which the Chinese 
shippers were not informed, but rather that we referred to its commence- 
ment—that is, to the state of feeling engendered in July and August ey 
what passed at Niagara in the former month, of which they were informed, 
and which had at once shaken confidence in all distant cotton operations. 
But we may now be permitted to say that while we have read through 
your correspondent's letter with interest we have laid it down with disap- 
pointment, for we had hoped to find that one who assumed to know so 
much about the subject as to be competent to criticise others, and who 
could afford time to bring half a column to bear on an unfortunate 
sentence of ours, would supply that want of information to which we con- 
fessed, or at least give us some plausible theory of his own to explain 
the anomaly. “A. M.” alleges “* prices Is. per Ib under the pre- 
sent currency” (which would give 84d. per. Ib. for China cotton) “are 
sufficient not only to keep up the present rate of cultivation in every 
uarter, but to keep it continually on the increase.” If this be so, and if 
the causes to which we attribute the falling off had no influence, is it not 
remarkable that so shrewd a people as the Chinese proved themselves 90 
callous to the attraction of the comparatively high prices which prevailed 
at Liverpool throughout the summer? “A. will surely not argue 
that they would prefer 3}d. to 18d.—We are, Sir, your obedient servants 
Lime-street, Dec. 10.

SEA WAGES.—THE “BRIDE OF THE SEAS.” 


Captain William Donald, the master of the ship Bride of the Seas, 
appeared before Mr. Cooke, at the Thames Police-office, to answer four 
summonses taken out by seamen for the recovery of balances of wages. 
‘The same complainants had also taken out summonses against the defen 
dant for assaulting them. Mr. Smith appeared for the complainants, Mr. 
Young for the defendant, 

The first case gone into was that of John H. Butler, a man of colour. 
Mr. Smith said the four complainants:shipped at Foo-chow-Foo, and the 
defendant had not only assaulted thera, but had made them out incom. 
petent. The question arose, not under the Act of Parliament, but under 
the articles of agreement. The men were charged, among other things, 
with steering badly. That was owing to bad compasses, which ought to 
have been a guide to the men, but misled them. ‘This was not all. The 
defendant had beaten, kicked, and ill-used the men, The defendant had 

revented the men doing their duty by intimidation, coercion, and threats. 

e complainant Butler shipped on the 18th of July last at Foo-chow- Foo 
for. £3. 10s, per month, on a voyage to London, and it lasted four months 
and twenty days. In the wages account rendered to the complainant the 
defendant had reduced the wages to£1 per month. The deduction for 
ineompetency amounted to £11. 196. 4d., the total amount of wages 
earned under the agreement being £16. 6s. &d. This wasa tremendous 
deduction, which could not be justified, even supposing the man, who was 
shipped in a Chinese port, was incompetent. Seamen were scarce in 
Chinese ports, and indifferent ones fetched good prices. The complai 
ant had been a seaman ten years, and for fite years of that time was an 
able seaman. The complainant was ten days in the ship before she left 
Foo-chow-Foo, and there was ample time and opportunity to test his quali- 
fications as a seaman. He could not help saying that the reduction of 
wages from £3, 10s. to £1 per month was most astounding and uncalled 
for. 

‘Me. Young said the defendant was obliged to ship men at Foo-chow-Foo, 
and to take any one he could get. The incompetency of the complainants 
bad imposed additional labour on other men who were competeat, The 
complainant was perfectly useless. 1t was most essential, for the credit of 
the merchant service, that such impositions as had been practised by the 
complainants should’ be discouraged. The excuse that the compasses 
were wrong was entirely without foundation. Was it likely that the de- 
fendant would navigate his ship on along voyage without his compasses, 
chronometers, and charts being correct? ‘The compasses were properly 
setified before the ship sailed from Foo-chow-Foo, and she was navigated 
through a narrow part of the China Seas in safety. 

The defendant said he lost three men at Foo-chow-Foo, and shipped the 
complainants. The compasses were in good order and properly verified. 
He discovered Butler was no seaman when he first took his trick at the 
wheel, The complainant said he could not heave the lead or keep a 

roper look-out. When the complainant was spoken to on his inefficiency 
fe said he did not ship as an able seaman. 

Mr. Cooke asked if the other cascs were similar to Butler's, and the 
reply being in the affirmative, said the decision in one case ought to 
govern the others; which was agreed to. Mr. Cooke then said he did 
not think Butler should have engaged as an able-bodied seaman, as he 
was not competent to perform the duties. _It was stated in the agreement 
“that if any seaman shall have entered himself as qualified for a duty to 
which he shall prove to be not competent, he shall be subject to a reduc- 
tion of the rate of wages hereby agreed for in proportion to his incompe- 
tency.” He should act on the last answer to the last question put to the 
mate, and give Butler £2 per month, which would be the wages of an 
ordinary seaman, He made an order to pay Butler £9. 9s. 7d. and one 
guinea costs. On the same principle the other men would have their 
pay reduced in proportion, and he ordered the following sums to be paid 
to them, with a guinea costs in each case:—Needham, £4, 14s, 4d. 5 
Bright, £6. 12s. 5d. ; and Brogden, £16, 12s, 4d. 

Mr. Smith said that seamen ought not to be punished twice if they 
were incompetent. It was enough they should be deprived of a part of 
their wages, and not ill-used, knocked about, and kicked as well. Qa 
that account the summonses for assaults had been taken out, He was 
happy to inform the magistrate the assault cases had been setiled, and he 
would not be troubled with the discussion of them. 

Mr. Cooke: Very well, the assault summonses are dismisied. No 
evidence is offered.

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NAVAL GUNS—JAPAN EXPERIENCE. 
(ARMY AND NAVY GAZETTE.) 

“ Give usa good gun for the nary” is the cry which week after week 
is wailed up, not only from our home i tg ut is wafted across the 
‘ocean from far off China, the East and West Indies, and Australia, until 
the Lords of the Admiralty are compelled daily to talk and think about 
artillery, and nightly to deamon the same subject. We for our own 
Part are endeavouring to the best of our ability to aid their lordebips in 
arriving at a decision on which so much connected with the efficiency of 
our nary unquestionably hangs. Actuated with this wholesome desire, we 
are compelled to say that we have been informed by an officer of rank that 
similar opinions to his own are entertained by the great majority of naval 
captains, and as a proof of this he asserts that twelve officers of the rank 
just mentioned were lately assembled for the purpose of discharging a 

ublic duty, and they were unanimous in declaring that the 110-pounder 

reach-loading service gun was undoubtedly unsafe, especially where it 
would be necessary to fire over bodies of men advancing to an attack, or 
over boats, from the tendency of the shot to strip, and also from the enor- 
mous deflection to the rizht which occurs after the shot has touched the 
water at the range at which it was levelled. This we are assured is almost 
invariably the case with the 110-pounder, and we have been favoured with 
More than one account of this unfortunate defect, On one occasion, on 
board a frigate while at anchor, with the wind blowing hard, a heavy sea on, 
anda good deal of rolling.

ards, the Armstrong 110-pounders—of which there were two on the star-

Te was likewise observed that the deflection after the shot had pitched would 
have endangered the safety of any vessel several hundred yards to the 
right of the line of fire.

We find by information which can be relied upon, that within the last few 
weeks orders have been iscued that four of the 10-inch guns, of 87 cwt, 
which were on the main deck of the steam-frigate Dores, now ready for 
the Pendant at Devonport, should be removed, and replaced by four of 
the }10-pounders. This fine ship has also been reduced from & 52 to a 
‘24.gun frigate, from the fact that all the original upper deck guns have 
been removed, and four Armstrong 110-pounders substituted in their 
place. This is, to say the least of it, scarcely wise in the face of repre- 
sentations which have been made on the matter at Whitehall by those who, 
if any men in the world know their business, are the persons best able to 
give advice aud make suggestions. 








Monetary and Commercial.

The biddings for 35,00,000 rupees (£350,000), in bills on 
India, took place at the Bank of England. The proportions 
allotted were :—To Calcutta, 17,82,000 rupees ; to Bombay, 
12,00,000 rupees ; and to Madras, 5,18,000. The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s. 1]}d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 
1s. 113d. on Bombay. The applications within the limits 
amounted to 65 lacs. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 
1s. 11}d. will receive about 58 per cent.,and on Bombay at 
2s, O4d., about 84 per cent. All above these prices in full, 

A portion of the Mexican dollars by the French mail 
steamer Louisiane wero sold at 53. Ofd. per ounce, being a 
further fall of Jd. The reduction is caused by the flatness of 
the China exchanges, combined with the prevalence of lower 
quotations for this coin in that country. The market for bar 
silver is again flat, owing to the result of the tenders for the 
Government bills on India. 

Tho directors of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China havo just announced a dividend of 10 per 
cent., free of income-tax, for the half-year ending the 31st 
current, to be paid on and after the 2nd of January next. 
This amount, together with the payment made on the 1st of 
July last, will constitute a distribution of profits at the rate 
of 20 per cent. per annum on the paid-up capital of the bank. 

Tho half-yearly meeting of the China and Japan Coast and 
River Steam Navigation Company took place on the 12th inst, 
when the directors’ report was adopted. The chairman, Mr. 
J. N. Daniell, expressed his regret that the accounts for the 
six months do not justify the declaration of a dividend, but 
referred in favourable terms to the prospects of the under- 
taking. He added that an amalgamation with another com- 
pany is projected, and if carried out will lead to satisfactory re- 
sults.

We beg to call the attention of The Times to the accompanyin; 
remarks from our New York correspondents, under date of the 22nd of 
November, which show that it is now declared by the American law 
courts that under no circumstances can a contract for any description of 
goods to be settled for in ‘gold currency of the United States’ be enforced, 
save only in ‘ lawful money of the United States'—i.e., in Greenbacks t 
and not only so, but where English merchants come under advance on 
“goods on consignment’ by bills paid in England, they can only recover 
any:balance duc at the rate of $4. S4e. per pound sterling in ‘lawful 
money,’ the actual rate, at exchange of 250 per cent., being equal to $11 
1-9th per pound sterling. 
We know not if the New York Chamber of Commerce sanctions 
this iniquitous attempt at repudiation under cover of the law courts of 
America, but we think all business men can have but one opinion on the 
matier.— We are, Sir, your obedient servants, A.B. C. 

“The Courts have decided that no contracts can be made for bills of 
exchange, or property of any description, payable in the gold currency 
of the United States, which can be enforced at law, otherwise than as for 
payment of the amount stipulated in ‘lawful money of the United States,” 
the synonym for legal tender-money, commonly called * greenbacks.’ 
Hence in cases of dispute after the delivery and before payment of,bills 
or other property, the seller must necessarily succumb, as a verdict in his 
favour for the full amount claimed would saddle him with a loss of upwards 
of 50 per cent. Sterling bills of exchange returned under protest can only 
be recovered at $4. 84c. per pound, and the same rule applies to all the 
other exchanges, and even to contracts made, and maturing abroad in 
foreign money, if payment is attempted to be enforced through our 
American cours.’ :

India merchant, of 15, Leadenhall-strect, trading under the 


firm of W. J. Morgan and Co., who stopped payment on the 
24th October, a statement of affairs was submitted by Mr. J.
